{Text} Thecreativeness and initiatives of the working people of our country for 
implementing the economic strategy of the 1980's are reflected in the March issue 
of EINHEIT. 


In the opening article, Harry Tisch explains that the working people find fulfill- 
ment primarily in the enterprise, in their daily work. Here they want and are able 
to demonstrate their creativeness and develop their personality. The trade unions 
play an important role here, for through them millions of working people in the GDR 
participate direct._y in the management and planning processes. This has also been 
impressively demonstrated in the more than 2 million contributions to the discus- 
sions at the election meetings in the basic organizations marked by the forthcoming 
10th FDGB Congress. 


Anneliese Bauerhorst and Hans Buchholz devote their article to the tasks of the 
basic party organizations in the struggle for high performance growth. Through the 
experiences of the basic organization, they show that the fighting programs prove 
to be the more effective as a management tool, the more concrete and controllable 
the tasks are that are to embrace every Communist. 


In the subsequent contributions, Rudi Winter deals with the intellectual creativity 
in production-preparing enterprises, while Harry Nick discusses the high demands 
made on creative work under the conditions of the 1980's.

(FDGB): “Action Marked by Initiative and Creativeness to Benefit the People and 
Safeguard Peace™] 


[Text] Im the outcome of the formation process of the workers 

and farmers power under Marxist-Leninist party leadership, a new 
segment also began in the history of the FDCB. The revolutionary 
working class party and the class trade unions have formed from 
the outset a close fighting community. New great and revolutionary 
tasks arise from the 10th party congress resolutions and from the 
targets assigned by the Third SED Central Committee plenum. With 
strength, optimism and confidence in victory, the trade unions 
help the workers class and all working people cope successfully 
with the tasks for the 1980's for the benefit of the people. 


We are still only a few weeks away from the 10th FDGB Congress. All the prepara- 
tions for it are marked by the purposeful implementation of the 10th SED Congress 
and the Ninth FDGB Congress resolutions. The 10th party congress paid high tribute 
to the activity of the FDGB, its industrial labor unions and trade unions, all 
the executive committees and managements, and the diligent public work of many 
volunteer trade union functionaries, especially the industrial shop stewards. In 
the central committee report to the party congress, Comrade Erich Honecker, 
general secretary of our party's Central Committee, announced: "With its nearly 
9 million members, the FDGB is making an important contribution to the shaping of 
the developed socialist society for the all-round strengthening of our socialist 
state.” 


New great and revolutionary tasks arise for the trade unions from the targets set 
by the resolutions of the party congress and of the Third SED Central Committee 
plenum. While solving them, the FDGB considers that working people's interests 
include the advocacy of growing productivity as well as ever better satisfying the 
people's needs, and the connection between economic and social progress is becoming 
increasingly closer in the further shaping of the developed socialist society. 








FDCB comrades therefore aim their efforts at mobilizing the millions of nonparty 
unionists for implementing those tasks. The party takes it for a fact “that one can 
advance only together with the working people, relying on firm relations with thes,” 
as Comrade Erich Honecker affirmed in his speech at the Central Committee secretariat 
conference with the kreis first secretaries of the SED on 12 February 1982, where 

he underscored the great trade union responsibility for proposals from the working 
people, which must be given proper attention. 


We have come ahead quite a goodly stretch this way, as proven by the course of the 
trade union elections and the results of socialist emulation. Election meetings 

in the basic organizations were marked br a creative, constructive and objective, 
critical atmosphere and by the FDGB members’ readiness to do all they can for the 
continued implementation of the main task in its unity of economic and social policy. 
More than 2 million members took the floor in the discussions. They proposed 3/4 
million suggestions and recommendations largely aimed 7t making the economic stra- 
tegy for the 1980's come through. They made apparent that the trade unionists’ 
thinking and conduct are increasingly governed by the conviction that only that 

can be consumed which was first produced. Typical of their basic attitude is, as 
the elections have brought out, the great trust in the policy of the working class 
party and the pride in the great achievements of their socialist fatherland. The 
unionists confirmed that the SED's domestic and foreign policy conforms deeply with 
the people's interests because it in every respect serves to safeguard peace and 
improve the material and cultural standard of living. 


The preservation of peace, as more and more FDGB members come to realize, has 
become a vital issue for humanity in view of the immense dangers emanating from 
imperialism's current arms buildup policy. An active participation in the peace 
struggle therefore is a critical element of the trade union representation of in- 
terests. The GDR unionists wholly and completely support the tenacious struggle 
of the Soviet Union, our republic and the other socialist states for peace and 
their constructive proposals for arms limitation, arms control and disarmament. 

A concrete position was taken in many status reports and in the discussion on 
which contribution each could make to the defense of peace. 


The FDCGB--as we unequivocally affirmed at the 10th WFTU Congress--is resolutely 
dedicated to ensuring and stabilizing peace, the supreme good of mankind. We 
shall continue to fulfil that class mission under party leadership by our activi- 
ties for further strengthening our socialist fatherland in every way, our struggle 
for a recovery of the international situation and the continuation of the detente 
process. We are ready to cooperate actively in this struggle with all forces of 
good will, with all unionists, regardless of their orientation and of the inter- 
national organizations to which they may belong. 


The Lessons of History Bestow Important Impulses on Our Work 


In stak‘ng out the trade union tasks for the years ahead at the 10th FDGB Congress, 
we pro veed from objective public requirements and from the party strategy pre- 
pared to cope with them. We also pay attention here to the experiences gathered 
for a successful representation of interests by generations of unionists during the 
history of the German trade union movement fighting for socialism. The lessons of 











history provide our future work with important impulses. They lend us strength, 
optimism and a triumphant certitude that the workers class and all working people 
in our republic, led by the Marxist-Leninist party, are going to sclve also the 
new and more complicated tasks of the 1950's. 


We find a great significance in this connection in the publication of the “Geschichte 
des FDCB" [FDGB History] by the National Executive Committee on the occasion of the 
10th FDCB Congress. This book reports on how the FDCB in 1945, alongside, and under 
the leadership by, the SED became the largest and most comprehensive class organ- 
ization of the GDR workers class, and how it realizes its role as the active co- 
shaper of the developed socialist society. We are mainly concerned with tracing 

the great developmental lines of trade union activity and with it, mainly, the ef- 
fects and results of this work serving the good of the people. Special considera- 
tion was given to presenting the activities of the millions of unionists and, by 
means of many vivid examples, reflecting those that add up to the essence of 

trade union actiwity in socialiss. 


The FDCB history attests to how, since our organization was set up, the creativity 
of the workers, employees and intellectuals has constantly broadened and deepened. 
Through trade union efforts under working class party leadership, the number of 
those has grown from year to year who deliberately have been making history in 
our country through the construction of socialiss. 


The FDGB history, not leet, is the history of volunteer work done, aid being done, 
by many hundreds of thousands of elected functionaries. Through it, countless 
unionists have become class-conscious, politically experienced, steadfast fighters. 
That work has been, is and remains of critical importance for the influence and 
fighting strength of our entire class organization, for its work as a school of 
socialism and as the trustee of the working people's interests. The FDGB history 
begins, to us, with the workers’ tough and sacrificial struggle against capitalist 
exploitation and suppression. In that struggle, the workers class, influenced »y 
the ideas of Marx, Engels and Lenin, increasingly developed the ability and readi- 
ness to act in an organized fashion on behalf of common interests. In this, 
steadfastness and discipline, readiness for sacrifice, organizational loyalty and 
solidarity became the basic values and standards of trade union conduct. The far- 
sighted militant representatives of the German trade unions always felt committed 
to proletarian internationalism. The FDGB has accordingly always regarded itself 
as part of the international trade union movement. It has always received and 
practiced solidarity. Important and valuable for it have been and are the rich 
experiences of the Soviet trade unions in the construction of socialism and com- 
muniscm. 


The Communists in the Trade Unions Have Passed the Tests of History 


A special place is given in the FDGB history to the formation and development of 
the fighting community between the revolutionary working class party and the class 
trade unions. The party and the trade unions, originated under identical historic 
conditions, representing the interests of the same class and fighting for the same 
goals, have objectively combined in a fighting community from the outset. This 
has stood countless tests in the course of history and, especially under the con- 
ditions of triumphant socialism, proven the decisive prerequisite and assured 
guarantee for our successful trade union interest representation. 








The communists, as this history documents, have proven themselves active unionists. 
Many communist functionaries, like Ernst Thaelmann, Wilhelm Pieck, Fritz Heckert 
and many others, started their political activity as trede union trustees. In 
their daily trade union detail work, they gathered valuable experiences they would 
later use in their leadership functions. In their trade wnion activities, the 
communists reaped significant successes, but they also had to suffer many harsh 
defeats. Yet never did the communists give up; they always represented the working 
people's interests and eventually brought it about that the workers class in 
alliance with the farmers and the other working people established its political 
power in the GDR. 


This opened up dimensiahs and perspectives for the trade union activity and in- 
terest representation that are inconceivable and unattainable under the conditions 
of capitalist exploiter rule. With the founding of the GDR, under the leadership 
of its revolutionary party, the SED, a new chapter also got started in FDGB history. 
In the outcome of the formation of the workers and farmers power, the trade unions 
in our country also “took an enormous turn in their entire activity." They became 
“the master builders of the new egciety, because only the masses of millions can 

be the creators of that society.” 


In their work, the trade unions had to proceed from that in a workers and farmers 
state, led in its “entire political and economic work by the conscious vanguard of 
the workers class,” the revolutionary party, there can be no other “final 

for any working class act but the consolidation of the proletarian state.” 

From this, the trade unions received their great obligation to enable the GDR 
workers class, under revolutionary party leadership, to direct the state and the 
economy. 


Another remark by Lenin is of immediate relevance, to the effect that with estab- 
lishing this state power, “the proletariat's most important and basic interest lies 
in enlarging the production volume and in enormously increasing society's pro- 
ductive forces.” This clearly and unequivocally defined the new content of trade 
union work, the essence of trade union interest representation under the conditions 
of the workers and farmers power. Today, three decades later, we may says: History 
has proven that a correct and successful decision was made thereby, which conformed 
with the interests of the workers class and all working people. 


The eighth party congress with its resolutions, especially with the policy of the 
main task in its unity of economic and social policy, opened a “broad fiejd for 
the rank and tasks of the trade unions on the further road of socialism.”” The 
party policy for the people's well-being and the safeguarding of peace, which was 
prepared by the ninth party congress and further developed by the 10th, finds the 
broadest agreement and active support among the trade union members because it 
deeply conforms with their interests today and for the future. A party which can 
boast such massive political effectiveness and such mass solidarity may well af- 
firm: The communist trade union policy and the communists in the trade unions 
have passed their historic tests. 








Creative Work--Expression of Socialist Democracy 


The Central Committee report to the 10th SED Congress e=aphasizes that aillions of 
working people in the GDR are directly perticipating, through the trade unions, ins 
the management and planning of social provesses. The SED has always let itself be 
guided by Lenin's remark that “the collective experience, the experience of aillions, 
tg indispensable for the work of socialist construction,”® and that “the socialist 
transformation can be achieved only through an active, direct and tical parti- 
cipation of millions and sillions in the management of the state.’ And these 
millions have been anc are primarily organized in the trade unions, the gost com- 
prehensive mass organization of the ruling working class. The trade unions have 
offered and are offering, as history teaches, the sost favorable prerequisites 

for bringing the working people into the management of the state and the econczy. 


We take for granted that working man finds his fulfilment mainly in the enterprise, 
in his daily labor. There he wishes to, anc can, manifest his creative capacities 
and develop his personality. For that, the necessary prerequisites are created in 
the GDR through the abolition of the private ownership in the means of production 
and of the exploitation of man by man, acd through opening the enterprises to 
trade union activity and interest representation, ensured by appropriate norms of 
law in the GDR Constitution and in the Labor Code. Here the working pecple, the 
owners of the means of production, affect through their trade unions the entire 
development of the enterprise directly, above all the development of production 
and of the working conditions. That is attested to, among other things, by the 
plan discussion in the enterprises and combines, organized and conducted by the 
trade unions. Year after year, millions of wnionists are taking part in it. 

They infuse the plan with experiences and recommendations, with hundralg of thousands 
of prudent ideas for improving the efficiency and quality of production and the 
working and living conditions. 


As trade unions, we always champion the unity between better performance and better 
working and living conditions. At the Third SED Central Committee plenum, Comrade 
Erich Honecker said: “All questions of the working climate and the social condi- 
tions call for the greatest attention.”® That clearly addresses us too in our 
trade union responsibility. Our responsibility always embraces all questions of 
life. This precisely displays the free, unobstructed activity of our trade unions, 
in that they work in all domains shaping the life of working men as a force that 
buttresses the state. The right to being involved in determining what and how we 
are producing under socialist conditions is inseparable from everyone's ability, 
which is being increasingly used, to become active himself and develop his personal 
initiatives. Each utterance, each suggestion on how things can be done better, 
faster and more easily, is a concrete piece of evidence in our country to that 
millions are involved in our working, planning and governing, an expression of 
vivid socialist democracy, truly the people's rule. 


The sense that one is being needed, and knowing that one can oneself contribute to 
providing ever more ample and substantial living conditions for oneself, one's 
family and the entire society, and that one boleters peace through one's own good 
work--all this makes people happy and content and grants social security and 
safety. This becomes all the more weighty in view of the manifestations of inten- 
sifying crisis that have engulfed the capitalist system, bringimrapidly growing 











unemployment, runaway inflation and a reduction of social benefits at a record size. 
While the imperialist arms buildup and high interest policy setes out gigantic pro- 
fits to a handful of billionaires, the red pencil cuts more and gore radically into 
the working people's social benefits, prices and rentals are rising, the standard 

of living is droppirg, and social insecurity and dread about the future are spreading. 
But among us, in socialism, for party and government policy, and for trade union 
efforts, man is the measure of ali things, and the good of the people is the suprese 
concern. 





Socialist Emulation--The Largest and Most Comprehensive People’s Movement 


For many years, the COR trede wiions have been the successful organizers of the 
activists’ and emulation movement. Increasingly, they have become the strongest 
motor of socialist emulation. Thereby they carry on, st an ever higher level and 
in ever better quality, those initiatives which the class-conscious unionists had 
released during the first months of the antifascist-democratic reconstruction. 


The First FDGB Congress already called upon the working people to boost production 
for the fulfilment of the economic plan. An important premise for that was the 
expropriation of the Nazi and war criminals and the instituting of public ownership 
in the gost important means of prodsction in the summer cf 1946. On that basis and 
under the influence of the party, supported by the trade unions, a new attitude 
toward work began to form, expressed in extensive initiatives and emulation acti- 
vities. The Second FDGB Congress in April 1947, calling the construction and ex- 
pansion of an efficient economy the vital question for our people, in view of these 
experiences, asserted in its social demands: “The development of all available 
productive forces is indispensably prerequisite to enduring and improving the 
material and cultural standard of living."? This trade union decision of principle 
and the way of construction paved by the Second SED Congress relied on the trust in 
the creativity of the working people. 





In all phases of the activists’ and emulation movement, party members, worker per- 
sonalities took its lead. That is indicated by the names and acts of Adolf Hennecke, 
Paul Sack, Erich Wirth, Franz Pranik, Erich Seifert, Frida Hockauf, Paul Strauss, 
Charlotte Steinbach, Geenter Christoff, Willi Wehner, Gerhard Kast, Horst Franke, 
Gerd Pfeiffer, Margarete Koch, Doris Kersten, Erika Steinfuwehrer, Christine Holste, 
Manfred Boettcher, Christa Kellermann, Wolfgang Sinn, Anneliese Eggert, Peter Kaiser, 
Andreas Finkernagel and many others. Through their example and the trade union 
activities encouraged by the party, tens of thousands and, eventually, millions of 
working people were drawn into the effort toward boosting our labor productivity. 
This did not come all by itself, of course; it was the result of the party policy, 
aimed at the good of the people, of its political~ideological work and of the ef- 
forts by the trade unions in providing their members with the scientific world- 
outlook of the workers class. Time and time again they would explain Lenin's view 
that for all successes and the victory of socialism top labor productivity is 
crucial. 


This link between political power and economic and social progress found its most 
prominent expression in the policy of the main task with its unity of economic and 
social policy, as issued by the Eigth SED Congress. It released the creative capa- 
cities of the workers class and all working people to an unprecedented extent. 











Socialist emulation became a vast popular movement. Especially after the 10th 
party congress and the Third SED Central Committee plenum, among trade union members 
the realization came to prevail, which then found its concrete expression in the 
emulation resolutions for 1982, that continuing to strengthen our socialist father- 
land extensively is necessary to meet the demands of the 1980's in the political, 
economic and social fields. 


With its economic strategy, the working class party has established a sound scien- 
tific work program that mobilizes the working people's great creative energies for 
the solution of ambitious tasks. Tapping all reserves so as to attain a maximum 
of productivity and performance growth with the least of efforts makes a high de- 
mand on socialist emulation management, on all participants in emulation, on their 
political knowledge and technical skills. Only through profoundly understanding 
tte dialectics between ends and means, and the initiative for one's own job that 
dizrives from it, can the advantages of our socialist planned economy be fully rea- 
lized, and can the social causes we have put in motion, to quote Friedrich Engels, 
mainly and always increasingly have the effects we have intended, and will all 
capacities be unfolded for attaining the targets posed by the party in its working 
class mission and on behalf of all the people. 


When in November last year the metallurgists of the Riesa steel and rolling mill 
promised at a shop steward plenary meeting to carry on socialist emulation with new 
initiatives, fashioned resolutely by the party's economic strategy, that resolution 
had been preceded by thorough discussions in the collectives. We must appreciate 
as most striking and exemplary the obligation to return to the economy a large 
part of the funds allocated according to plan. That is a weighty credit item to 
help make the party's economic strategy prevail and makes a high demand on creative 
work. What is new in such a commitment is that not only does it express the desire 
to reach the quota by the end of the year, but that even at the start of the plan 
year the economy may count on those funds which can then already be effectively 
applied to the plan. This makes the Riesa example worthy to be generalized, and 
meanwhile we have found in many other combines and enterprises that it is possible 
to do so. To learn from the best ones and make their experiences a common property 
is becoming of increasing importance while our economic performance is improving 
further. 





For another reason as well, the resolution of the Riesa shop stewards enriches the 
emulation movement in our country. The emulation targets to be attained are vastly 
above the average and are based on high growth rates already achieved. This again 
indicates that high targets in socialist emulation stimulate creativity, keep pro- 
ducing more and more initiatives, and provide with the certitude that the strength 
and ability is there to ensure and extend economic performance improvements. 


Everywhere in our life it is indicated that it pays off to strive for higher achieve- 
ments in socialist emulation, under the slogan, “High Economic Growth Through In- 
creasing Labor Productivity, Effectiveness and Quality--All for the Good of the 
People and for Peace!" The trade unions will continue to dedicate themselves, un- 
deterred, to making our economic capacity grow further--as the critical factor for 
strengthening our socialist state and the source for ensuring and continuing our 
sociopolitical program. Producing more and better goods of all kinds through a de- 
creasing investment of working hours and material also pays off becavse it induces 
creative acts, leads to the experience of success, and provides courage to tackle 
the most difficult tasks. 











The FDGB devotes all its strength and authority to ever better conforming with 
these interests of the working people and creating the prerequisites for them 
always and on every job to place their own initiative-rich abilities at the 
service of society. We always take it for a fact that there is a close inter- 
action between creative performance and the desire for higher political and tech- 
nical training. Demands are growing for a diversified intellectual-cultural life 
that satisfies diverse interests and needs, and for leisure-time and vacations 
which provide pleasure, relaxation and stimulation. More and more working people 
want to enjoy culture and art, be active in it and find themselves confirmed by it. 
Eloquent testimony to that have been the 3,600 enterprise festivals, attended by 
circa 10 million persons, in 1981. Creativity includes the whole personality and 
all domains of life. Culture and art increasingly affect socialist personality 
development. That is why here too the demands are rising that are made on 

trade union activity. 


A free, unhampered activity of working men in all domains of public life always 
produces new creativity; that is a sure guarantee for continued political, eco- 
nomic and secial progress. It bears testimony to the vitality and efficiency of 
socialism. Thus the GDR trade unions, with a fine balance-sheet and great tasks 
for the future, are approaching the 10th FDGB Congress

[Text] How our party's basic organizations stand up as centers 
for the political activity and confident relations with the 
working people and mobilize all creative forces in order to 
carry on resolutely, together with the working people, our 
united economic and social policy course--that is being pre- 
sented by means of basic organization experience in the 
"Relais" enterprise of the EAW Friedrich Ebert parent enter- 
prise in developing and testing new automated testing devices. 


Our party's basic organizations are centers for the political activity and confident 
relations with the working people. The SED Central Committee report to the 10th 
party congress also points out that they ever more prominently in organizing 
the implementation of our united economic and social policy course.* Firm fighting 
positions and a relevant, massively effective political-ideological work by the 
basic organizations are all the more wanted today because eocnomic growth directly 
depends now “on further advances in intensification in all fields of social pro- 
duction. In fact, funds in energy, raw material and materials can as little be 
enlarged as can the labor force. Investments available to us also are strictly 
limited. Any further production boost thus depends on a better input/output ratio 
through rigorous intensification. There is no other way." 


Developing our economy in accordance with the requirements for the 1980's, at- 
taining the above-average economic performance improvement needed to ensure, and 
gradually further raise, the people's material and intellectual-cultural standard 
of living achieved--that makes high demands on economic management and planning, 
on improving the quality and efficiency of all public efforts, and on the dedica- 
tion of all working people. How we accomplish this, and how persuasively the 
party's ~ rd is carried into the masses, how well we succeed in encouraging the 
working people's creativeness and energy, all that greatly depends on the fighting 
strength of the basic organizations, on exemplary efforts by each communist in his 

















work collective. "The party organizations’ fighting strength is tested against 
their high objectives; it mainly grows when one is not satisfied with what has 
been accomplished and critically evaluates one's own work results."3 Where party 
work is determined by a fruitful exchange of ideas about the most efficient way 
to implement the tasks, and where every party member pays attention to what the 
workers have to say, there the communists’ ability and readiness will grow to do 
their best, and great performance reserves will be tapped together with the 


working people. 
Campaign Programs Are Leadership Tools 


For the basic organizations in the enterprises, their campaign programs are crucial 
instruments by which to implement our economic strategy for the 1980's in its 
unity. They contain the points of major emphasis in the party organizations’ 
political-ideological work concerning the tasks derived from the 1982 national 
economic plan, and they enable them to conduct the daily struggle for the plan 
positions politically, together with the state managers and economic function- 
aries, so that in their sphere of responsibility a higher economic benefit is 
achieved through reduced investments. 


This is what experiences have confirmed in the basic organization of the "Relais" 
enterprise in the parent enterprise of the Friedrich Ebert electrical appliances 
works combine in Berlin-Treptow: Campaign programs turn out to be all the more 
effective as management tools, the more concretely and accountably tasks and 
measures are planned, the more they involve each individual communist, and the 
more carefully they have been coordinated with the mass organizations, especially 
the trade union and the youth organization. Such an action program for the mana- 
gement, planning and control of political mass activity for solving economic tasks 
expresses all the better the collective and uniform standpoint of all comrades 
and their demanding contribution to implementing the party's economic strategy, 
when all good experiences and ideas are admitted to its elaboration, when all 
recommendations and suggestions are carefully weighed. 


The comrades in the basic organization of the “Relais” enterprise, e.g., in pre- 
paring their campaign program, proceeded from the need to concentrate their capa- 
cities on those products and procedures that have profound economic effects. Their 
aim is to produce top achievements and pave the way for efficient production over 
long range, as it was demanded at the Third Central Committee plenum. Deliberations 
pertained in particular to a new automated calibration and testing device for a 
motor protection relay that would make possible a considerable labor productivity 
improvement. The project relied on an extensive analysis of the economic situation 
in the combine, especially in those three enterprises which were to work on its 
design and production together. Equally thoroughly, the comrades provided them- 
selves with an overall impression of the ideological situation. First, there was 

a broad spectrum of ideas about the project. They ranged from unconditional agree- 
ment to the warning thattesting under operational conditions had never paid off, all 
the way to skepticism. So the party organization had to come up with a campaign 
position and provide itself with the knowledge the comrades would need for per- 
suasive argumentation. Political knowledge was as necessary as technical knowledge. 
A comrade ignorant of microelectronics application opportunities is not likely to 
contribute to efficient solutions in this field or to advocate them as necessary. 
But if he is skilled in those matters, he can persuasively contend on behalf of 
innovations and help make them come through thanks to his dedication. 
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Under the slogan, "Tempo Through Technology,” the commumists first endouraged 

all involved in the development, design and production of the automated device to 
take their clues from top world standards. Vividly and intelligibly, they ex- 
plained to every member of the enterprise the project's political significance 

and the scope of each individual contribution to it. They explained its economic 
benefit by the crucial effect the automated devide would have on the quality of out- 
put and on the efficiency of technology and on overall production. Through rapidly 
introducing this new generation of microcomputerized automated calibration and 
testing equipment, produced in the construction of means of rationalization by the 
parent enterprise itself, a 40-percent increase in labor productivity over the 
previous calibration and testing technology is brought about. For eight such 
automated devices, 16 jobs are cut back. There is a testing unit that can turn 

it into a complex automated device. The labor itself, handled mainly by women, 
becomes much easier. 


The communists’ campaign position was unequivocal: Anticipated for no sooner than 
in 2 years from now in the science and technology plan, the product was to be 
pushed ahead and be produced and become production-effective in already 9 months. 
In their effort to accomplish that objective, the comrades of the party organiza- 
tion in the “Relais” enterprise confirmed the experience that the working people, 
above all the communists, are motivated for a high performance all the more readily, 
the better they understand the purpose of their activity and know the importance 
and scope of their projects. After all, there is no automation device, no in- 
dustrial robot, and no rationalization measure in our socialist society that is 
important for economic growth as such. Our economic activity, after all, becomes 
meaningful by serving the well-being of the people, the implementation of economic 
and social policy in its unity, the strengthening of socialism and, hence, the 
safeguarding of peace. Experiences furthermore indicate that concrete, accountable 
missions, which develop the skills of the individual comrades in bringing them to 
realization conscientiously, strengthen the authority and impact of the basic 
organization while they also mobilize the comrades in it. Especially such missions 
are indispensable for a party-minded posture and exemplary work that promotes in- 
novations in the collective. A firm collective is generated by such highly charged 
efforts in which the members spur each other for highest achievements and tackle 
and resolve each task from the vantage point of the great social context, of the 
political objective. 


To develop each comrade's fighting strength, a constant overall view on the results, 
experiences and problems that may arise in the implementation of the party mission 
is equally important. It greatly helped the scheduled realization of the project 
that party management in the "Relais" enterprise from the very teginning set precise 
deadlices for the various developmental phases and strengthened the authority of 

the managers on all levels to meet or beat those deadlines. Fighting strength 

and controlling the fulfilment of obligations belong together like word and deed. 


Facing the challenges of the 1980's thus also always means seeking a better quality 
and efficiency of ideological work. High dedication by the working people, after 
all, also reflects the effectiveness of political-ideological work. There are vast 
rserves here for making each still more persuasively aware of his responsibility, 

of the identity between his own interests and those of society. The more successful 
the basic organizations’ political-ideological work becomes in directly picking up 




















an individual's experiences and pervading them ideologically, the more successfully 
can dedication and a sense of responsibility be developed in the work collectives. 
The effectiveness of political-ideological work mainly depends on how convincingly 
the connections are conveyed between solving any particular tasks and the basic is- 
sues in the continued implementation of the 10th party congress resolutions, how 
each, in consequence of it, is assigned his place in it and how fully his potentials 
are utilized in actively participating. 


Firm ideological positions are also wanted because the measures .. © prove our 
economic efficiency not rarely have far-reaching implications fur the individual. 
Workers are being regrouped--as in the “Relais” enterprise-—-, have to move out of 
familiar collectives and have to establish new social ties. New educational efforts 
are made necessary by changed technologies. The use of industrial robots and of 
automated equipment alters working shifts and production structures. This always 
has to do with people; it affects and changes their working conditions and, not 
rarely, their living conditions, too. It is all the more important to convey still 
more through insights about social interconnections and the party's overall policy, 
awaken an ever deeper understanding of economic processes, the nature of economic 
laws in socialism and one's own place and contribution in our social development, 
reinforcing the experience that the scientific-technical revolution is, only in 
socialism, coped with on behalf of men and is the chief reserve for further boosting 
our economic efficiency. The successes in the "Relair™ enterprise also only were 
possible because, together with the concrete economic problems, the bassic issues 

of our policy and, proceeding from there, the requirements and developmental prospects 
for each and everyone had bee clarified. That sparked initiatives, further de- 
veloped the sense of responsibility, brought together and reinforced collectives, 
and induced innovators from the enterprise itself and from other enterprises in 

the combine to enhance their own performance. 


The basic organization's campaign program in the "Relais" enterprise is structured 
in such a way that the state managers, the mass organization managements, and all 
working people are oriented to the crucial connecting links in performance growth 
and can derive their own tasks from it. That is also true of the emulation program 
in the enterprise, in which the basic point of orientation in the party organiza- 
tion's campaign program, to tap further reserves through microelectronics and more 
efficient technologies, was broken down accurately and accountably and carried 
over into the more long-range training tasks for the youth collective. It makes 
apparent the joint concern between the basic organization's campaign program and 
the enterprise trade union organi<ation's emulation program: to mobilize the working 
people for constructively and passionately coshaping the political course of the 
unified economic and social policy in the interest of society and in their very own 
interest. Through extensive information, personal talks and a quick reaction to 
proposals and recommendations, the readiness to participate is advanced and the 
trusting relations with the party become ficmer all the time. 


Demanding Intra-party Life 
Steadfast communists are principally educated and steeled in their basic organization. 


The political-ideological work is the core of party work, unseparable from overall 
management activity where all forms, means and methods of political mass activity 
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are employed in a purposeful and differentiating manner. The effectiveness of 
political-ideological work greatly depends on the quality of intra-party life. 
How well the Leninist norms of party life are realized in the life of the basic 
organization, managerial collectivity and personal accountability are marked, and 
intra-party democracy is perfected--all that greatly determines the party organi- 
zation’s fighting strength and, hence, the quality of labor and the atmosphere in 
the collectives. Steadily striving for a party-minded creative atmosphere in the 
basic organization, the political home base for the comaunists, is standard pro- 
cedure in management activity. 


So that the basic organizations always prove centers of growing political activity 
and confident relations with the working people, the demands have also risen for 
holding high-level membership meetings. Active participation in the decision- 
making organ of the basic organization--the membership meeting--is among the 

duties and rights of each party member. For instance, the technician who was 
responsible for the scheduled production and for the production effectiveness of 
the automated calibration and testing device spoke in the membership meeting and 
showed the advances the collective had made, but he also called ideological impe- 
diments by name, e.g. lack of confidence in one’s own capacity. In a debate, 

a basic position on it was jointly elaborated. This in turn strengthened his self- 
assurance for his report at the combine's intensification conference. There he was 
able, based on the communists’ collective experience, to submit proposals for 

the development and prospects of those automated devices for the whole production 
of motor protection relays and vividly demonstrate thereby how a world top standard 
technology leads to permanent quality production. 


Each basic organization's political impact and the effect it has on all working 
people in the operations field are greatly dependent on the fighting spirit, 
discipline and reliability with which the comrades resolve their tasks. A clear 
political orientation in the membership meetings, precise information on the situa- 
tion in the collective, especially on complicated problems, are imperative. Thét 
is why the comrades in the "Relais" enterprise always seek to discuss the problems 
democratically, through creative debate, make concrete decisions on resolving them 
and carry them out with discipline. A frank and optimistic atmosphere in the party 
collective is the basis on which each comrade can aggressively advocate the deci- 
sions and help implement them with fighting spirit, objectivity in argumentation, 
and concrete acts. 


Intra-party life also has specific features in each basic organization due to the 
differences in the comrades’ development, in their campaign experiences and their 
technical qualifications. Intra-party life--as also demonstrated by the work of 
the basic organization in the “Relais” enterprise--is all the more interesting 
when each individual's abilities and knowledge are made to count. This way the 
comrades get many suggestions and impulses especially also for talking within the 
work collective, which is something they seek and use so as to make effective the 
knowledge, skills and abilities of the colleagues to improve the efficiency of the 
entire collective. This makes clear that intra-party democracy never serves only 
the development of the party itself. It is an objective requirement for an effec- 
tive political leadership for the masses and a purposeful organization of their work. 
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In the “Relais” enterprise, the party secretary and the other members of party 
management confer regularly with the work collectives. They inform themselves 
right on the jobs about what affects the shift foreman, the installer, the worker 
on the analyzer, the comrades and colleagues every day, what they enjoy and 

what they “have to put up with.” That also helps them find out about the cos- 
munists’ effectiveness, their impact and authority in situ, so they can talk about it 
personally, as they are doing every day. Constant contact with the individual 
comrades is irreplaceable in intra-party life. It helps in making the party member 
increasingly aware of his own importance to the party collective, so that he learns 
to assess his own strengths and weaknesses correctly while he perceives that his 
own commitment to strengthening his party organization's fighting capacity also 

is irreplaceable. The focal point of such talks is placed not only on the outcome 
of an individual's work but also on how the comrade tackles a problem and over- 
comes difficulties and gains companions in his efforts. Clarity about that helps 
the collective as it helps the individual. 





All this was decisive in developing the new automation equipment vithin 9 months 
and putting it into three-shift operation. Meanwhile the second calibration and 
testing automation device also has been placed under production tests. Smoothly, 
things did not go, though. Uninterrupted operation, e.g., demonstrated that the 
new quality of the testing technology depends more than used to be the case on 

the quality of each relay component. This again gives rise to higher demands in 
the contest for the title, “Enterprise of Excellent Quality Work,” and in develop- 
ing socialist collective efforts, in the work of the innovators and each individual 
worker's involving himself in thinking about it, too. Now, fighting positions are 
being taken to achieve all efficiency parameters and ensure a stable, uninterrupted 
operation of the six automated devices to be produced by the end of the year. 
Experiences gained and data acquired must be used at once for our work ahead. 


Involving each working person in the effort for high labor efficiency and quality, 
conducting, as a party organization, the struggle for each plan position political- 
ly, concentrating capacities and means on the key issues of rapid economic growth 
while tapping the potentials of individuale--therein the party organizations see 
the guarantee for implementing step by step, together with the working people, 

the demanding campaign programs. 


The basic organization's party work in the “Relais” enterprise has confirmed this: 
"Wherever there is a comrade, there is the party, too!" The more clearly and 

soundly the campaign positions were worked out for enforcing these economic tasks 

in new dimensions, the more strongly the readiness of the party members has developed 
to bring them to realization under any conditions and mobilize the whole work col- 
lective for it. It is the basic organization that directs this process through 
long-term task planning, constant attention to the unity of politics, economics, 
ideology and organization, high and ambitious objectives, clear and accountable 
intermediate goals aimed at major emphasis points, and an accountability spelled 

out in concrete party missions.

DISSEMINATION OF SED'S "MILITARY POLICY’ TO BE INTENSIFIED 
West German Commentary

[Report from Berlin: "Wo Cuts in the Militarization of the GDR Youth--SED Demands 
"Increasing Performance’ in Premilitary Training.” A translation of the East 
Berlin EINHEIT article cited below follows this commentary] 


[Text] The theoretical SED organ EINHEIT now has confirmed there will be no cuts 
in the militarization of the GDR youth. In a contribution on the future tasks of 
the premil'tary Society for Sport and Technology (GST), EINHEIT (No 3, 1982) called 
for “increasing the citizens’ readiness and ability to defend the socialist father- 
land” and for strengthening “ideological influence” mainly on youth to keep de- 
veloping the motives for military service. With reference to GDR army reorgani- 
zation, the party journal asked that the premilitary training of youth be “oriented 
to the new requirements of the NVA.” Future soldiers were to be prepared for 

their duties to defend socialism “to the extent the demands of army service re- 
quires." That compelled “qualitative improvements” in premilitary education and 
training. EINHEIT in this context confirmed the introduction of new and more 
precise training programs (which IWE has reported before). They were “derived 

from higher demands for socialist national defense and aimed at a high performance 
growth.” Especially the program-directed premilitary career training extending 

the knowledge provided through defense instruction and the defense training camps 
was “important for operational readiness” in the armed forces and should therefore 
be conducted “with great responsibility.” To accomplish the increasing performance 
demanded for premilitary training, EINHEIT said a greater use of NVA reservists as 
training officers in the GST was “necessary.”

[Text] As a socialist defense organization in the GDR, the GST is 
making an important contribution to the protection of socialism and 
the safeguarding of peace. The centerpiece of its entire activity 
is the mission from the 10th SED Congress to keep promoting the CDR 
citizens’ socialist defense readiness and perfect the capabilities 
of youth through purposefully organized premilitary training and 

the continued shaping of socialist defense motivation. The GST has 
its specific opportunities to contribute thereby at the same time 


to turning our young people into socialist personalities with a 
sound political steadfastness. 


Our 10th party congress has provided all domains of society in the GDR with a real- 
istic action program for the 1980's. This scientifically sound perspective also 
provides the GDR's defense organization, the GST, with important impulses. Its 
social mission is to contribute to the strengthening of sccialis= and the safe- 
guarding of peace through premilitary training and defense sport; this calls for 
boosting the citizens’ readiness and ability to defend their socialist fatherland 
and fer assisting in the development of socialist personalities. The task assigned 
by the 10th party congress, to keep promoting the citizens’ defense readiness and 


perfect the defense capabilities of youth through purposefully organized training,! 
guides all GST activity. 


Mobilizing all forces for safeguarding peace and high vigilance for the protection 
of socialism are needed especially in the tense international situation at present 
where, as Comrade Erich Honecxer underscored at the Third SED Central Committee 
plenum, “world peace has never been threatened as much, ever since the end of 

World War II, as it is at present." “Increasing dangers arise from the growing 
aggressiveness of imperialism and the exacerbation of the international situation 
caused by the United States and NATO. To make peace permanent, we have to strengthen 
our defense capability."” To that, the GST has to make its specific contrioution. 


The board and executive committee elections being held right now in the GST, the 
preparations for the seventh congress (25 to 27 June 1982), and the 30th anniversary 
of its founding (7 August 1982) offer extensive opportunities for bringing a political- 
ideological influence to bear on large parts of the population, mainly on youth. 
Especially our party's military policy has to be convincingly explained, and the 
motives for the tasks in national defense have to be further developed on a sound 
political-ideological basis. 


Achievements in Strengthening Socialist National Defense 


Based on SED resolutions, the GST has done well, especially in recent years. The 
years since the Eighth SED Congress were the most successful ones thus far in our 
promoting our defense readiness. It deserves to be highly recognized that through 
the industriousness of, mainly, tens of thousands of volunteer training officers 
and functionaries, the soldiers of tomorrow have been purposefully prepared for theér 
upcoming service. Many commanding officers of NVA troop components and units unani- 
mously agree that the GST's preparatory training is of ever greater benefit for NVA 
training. In the 1980/81 training year, 93 percent of all who took part in premili- 
tary training got the “premilitary and technical knowledge” medal, and in the second 
GST training year, more than 10 percent of the young people met the tough conditions 
for the GST's “best performance medal." 








Premilitary career training is of special value for the NVA. The centerpiece of 
the activity of CST executive committees is to prepare the future motorized rifle- 
men, military chauffeurs, radio operators, teletypists, military pilots, sailors 
and divers in fine quality for their later creditable service. This amounts to 
providing them efficiently with extensive knowledge and the acquisition of special 
skills and facilities in line with the greater NVA requirements. This process 
also develops and shapes important socialist personality traits of great value 

for the service in the socialist armed forces as well as generally in our society. 


A young CST pilot who flies his plane for the first time sensesthe responsibility 
he is going to bear later as a wilitary pilot for protecting his socialist father- 
land. The “signature” of his first flight instructor, usually a volunteer CST 
glider-pilot, unforgettably marks his path of development. A future NVA motorized 
infantrist can already find out in the GST how important comradeship and a collec- 
tive spirit are in military life. A diver will execute his tasks in the NVA all 
the faster and better, when he has previously become familiar with safety regula- 
tions while in the GST and was thoroughly trained there. A budding sailor going 
into the navy can learn in the GST how important discipline and order are in the 
military service. In his study, “About Authority,” Friedrich Engels, in explaining 
an “imperative authority,” chose as example a ship on the high seas. “Here, in the 
moment of danger, all lives depend on everyone obeying, at once and absolutely, the 
will of one individual.”“* Such a realization holds true, without reservation, for 
all domains of military life in a special way. To be properly focused on that, is 
an important matter for the future recruits. 


Part of GST work also is to provide many citizens with opportunities to maintain 

and further develop their defense capability through interesting and diversified 
defense sports. GST defense sports in this sense are making an increasing con- 
tribution to communist education and are motivating young people over long range and, 
particularly, for NVA service. From that vantage point, results as those in the 
Halle bezirk organization are of special importance, where 75 percent of the future 
military drivers took part in the motor vehicle defense sports activities. The 
Cottbus bezirk organization brought it about that all future pilots, paratroopers 

and teletypists went through active defense sports. 


In the martial arts, of central importance for maintaining a defense capacity, 

275 new sections were set up last year, and an interesting activity was organized 
there. CST comrades also try harder to support the more than 9,000 work communities 
at the polytechnical secondary schools, helping arouse and strengthen the interest 
in national defense and offering defense sport opportunities. 


The achievements of the socialist defense organization reflect the greater maturity 
of the boards and executive committees, which are ever better meeting their respon- 
sib*lity with assistance from our party. Many comrades do exemplary work in this 
socialist mass organization which is expanding its field of action ever more 
suitably, especially through its stable cooperation with the FDJ, the NVA and the 
other armed organs, but also with the comrades in public and vocational training, 
the trade unions, “Urania,” the committees of the antifascist resistance fighters 
and the state organs. A special point has to be made here of our comradely coopera- 
tion with the socialist youth association. Working agreements and concrete arrange- 
ments for jointly sponsoring political highlights and for the regular work in pre- 
military training and in defense sports have become standard procedure. 




















Strengthening Military Service Motivatien 


Of crucial importance is the communist education to be performed in the CST. It 
extends the education at home, in school, in the FDI and eleewhere and aims at pre- 
paring the young people of premilitary age for their service with the armed organs. 
Most young people are greatly responsive to the premilitary training requirements. 
Knowing how necessary military service is helps them understand how useful premili- 
tary training is. Our youth's higher educational level and growing awareness favor- 
ably affect the attitude toward the defense of socialism. They consider premilitary 
training necessary and personally beneficial and they are ready to perform what is 
demanded of them in accordance with the CST training programs. 


It is this healthy attitude of the vast gajority of the young people in the CDR 
toward the need to defend their socialist fatherland that is used as the point of 
departure for political-ideological work in the CST. It is aimed mainly at further 
shaping a class-bound attitude toward the defense of the achievements of socialica 
and concentrates on explaining socialist military policy, unmasking the enemies of 
peace and socialiem, and fostering socialist defense readiness through instilling 
discipline, collective spirit and operational readiness. 


What ~ounts is to reinforce the young people in their desire to make a high personal 
contribution to socialist national defense and acquire the knowledge and skill they 
need for it in the GST. The core of it lies in answering the decisive questions 
about the meaning in being a soldier in socialism: “For whom? With whom? Against 
whom?” Simultaneously, it is important to deepen, especially in young people, the 
knowledge about the war danger existing today, caused by imperialien, provoked es- 
pecially by the United States and NATO, but aleo the optimistic realization that 
peace today is not unpretected and not at the mercy of its enemies. Service in 

the socialist armed forces is service to peace, and the peace initiatives of the 
USSR and the other Warsaw Pact states offer a reasonable and auspicious alternative 
for preserving peace in spite of dangerous intrigues from the most aggressive in- 
perialist forces, an alternat‘ve that is worth investing all capacities in. Service 
Lo peace and for peace, therein lies the all-round strengthening of the CDR, and 
that includes our military service, through the conscientious fulfilment of which 
all conscription-age citizens help reliably secure the military protection of our 
socialist fatherland. 


Here we also gust concretely and relevantly prove the connection between peace and 
soctaliem while taking issue with imperialist defamation and slander. Wot only the 
infamous lie about the threat must be crushed persuasively with reference to the 
resolute peace policy of the Soviet Union and the other fraternal socialist coun- 
tries. We also must cogently refute by means of the irrefutable facts of the arms 
buildup policy of the most aggressive imperialist circles such seemingly neutral 
claims by the class enemy that “both world camps” were engaged in a “policy of 
strength,” that the arms race was being pushed as much by the USSR as by the United 
States. That aims deliberately at disorienting especially the youth, and it counts 
on instable class positions, on inadequate political knowledge and discernment. 
That, in the final analysis, is nothing but a modernized form of the all too well 
known slogan, “a rifle is like any other rifle,” to which the bourgeoisie has 
always resorted to corrupt the truth. 
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In all apprentice shops and brigades, in schools and boarding schools, wherever 
youth collectives work and live together, a healthy political climate, espectally 
open-mindedness and a party-minded stance are a basic prerequisite for fostering 
and further advancing a personal readiness and responsibility for strengthening and 
protecting socialiss. 


Together with the FDJ, the GST seeks to deepen the awareness of the defense vorthi- 
ness of our socialist fatherland in the soldiers of tomorrow and to elucidate the 
defense of soctalienm as a right and honorable duty for each CDR citizen. All pre- 
military and defense sports training in the GST is tied to this leading idea. All 
participants must realize that the silitary defense of our accomplisiments is an 
inevitable consequence of socialist patriotism and proletarian internationalisa. 
What matters is further to mold the young people's fire solidarity with their 
socialist German state as the critical basis for a sound defense motivation, deepen 
the unshakeable friendship between the GDR and the USSR as the firm foundation for 
all owr successes, and make everyone aware of the character of the socialist mili- 
tary coalition to which the GDR and its NVA belong as being the reliable military 
protection of socialia. 


The GST executive committees and boards concentrate their work on their central 
task: Preparing the future recruits for their service with the NVA and the border 
troops of the GDR. This responsible political mission makes high demands on all 
functionaries, coaches, trainers and ¢drill instructors. What it amoune to, after 
all, is to help create the decisive bases for the political-moral spirit of the 
future defenders of socialism through aggressively and persuasively propagating 

our world-outlook and our party's policy and military policy. With that, the effort 
starts to achieve fine training results. 


Strong impulees for the political-ideological work also come from a close coopera- 
tion with the comrades on the committee of the antifascist resistance fighters 

and a meaningfully organized GST work on owr tradition. The lives of the anti- 
fascist resistance fighters who under the toughest conditions fought for the just 
cause of the people against fascist terror, impressively exemplify the harshness 

of the class conflict but personal fortitude and steadfastness as vell. Transmitting 
their experiences therefore is of great value for the political-moral education of 


youth. 


Special commitments arise for the functionaries as well as the GST press organs 

to further deepening the friendship with the Soviet Union and the other states in 

the socialist community, especially the Soviet DOSAAF (Voluntary Society for the 
Support of Ground, Air and Naval Forces) and the other fraternal organizations. 
Deepening our fraternal alliance strengthens optimism and confidence in the triumphant 
prospects of socialiem and is an ineradicable component of communist education. 

Many practical measures, such as the friendship camps, comprehensive contests and 
permanent sponsorship relations, have been found of excellent benefit to developing 
our relations with the fraternal socialist organizations. 


New Requirements for GST Work 


At the 10th SED Congress, Comrade Gen Heinz Hoffmann, Politburo member and minister 
for national defense, explained why higher demands are being made on our national 
defense in the 1980's. We emphasized as the crucial cause “the enemy's aggressive- 
ness rising by leaps and bounds,”’ forcing us, with ite growing threat, into com- 
mensurate defense efforts. 
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Modern weapons and combat equipment make new demands on every soldier in the NVA. 
Military equipment, as one knows, depends on the skill of the one who operates it. 
Extensive new demands are placed on the soldier personalities ith respect to the 
qualifications and operations readiness, due to the technical-tactical parameters 
of modern military equipment as well as to the structural changes and operational 
conditions. The handling and processing of various data and of surveillance, 
control, regulation and debugging functions are gaining increasing importance. 

That depends as much on solid natural science and technical knowledge as on a clear 
political attitude. 


The GST, the school for tomorrow's soldiers, must take its clues from these new 
NVA requirements. Future soldiers have to be prepared for their duties in safe- 
guarding peace and defending socialism to the extent that the demands of military 
service require it. Skillful military service preparation always comes as a 
package that includes political-moral education, premilitary-technical training 
and physical toughening. None of these sides must be neglected. We need an in- 
creasing performance in premilitary training and better leads for the military 
service, and we, essentially, have no more time and no greater means in personnel, 
materials and funds by which it is to be accomplished. So the quality of educa- 
tion and training has to be improved. 


The GDR's overall social development, the economic advances made, and the high 
educational level and growing political maturity of youth offer increasingly more 
favorable conditions to fulfil that task. New, more specific, training programs 
derived from the higher demands made on socialist national defense, taking account 
of experiences thus far and in line with the GST's possibilities, as well as their 
being scientifically and methodologically readied for the training personnel, are 
oriented to a high performance increase. That calls for a rational use of training 
time, for activating the participants of training, and for systematically and 
steadily qualifying the training personnel. 


Of great value it is here for the NVA if the GST's premilitary career training 
logically focuses the knowledge transmitted through defense instruction and the 
defense training camps so that the GST training programs are concluded on a fairly 
uniform level. Fulfilling the program for premilitary career training in the GST 

is important for operational readiness in our socialist armed forces and must 
therefore be subject to great responsibility. Preparing precise programs accurately, 
training the training personnel, and providing a political attitude toward solving 
the new tasks in premilitary training are a key issue for all GST executive com- 
mittees and boards in preparation for the seventh congress. 


In connection with the increasing performance in premilitary career training called 
for, it becomes necessary to draw more NVA reservists into GST work. Their acti- 
vity as training officers is of increasing importance. It is part of the respon- 
sibility of the party executives, mainly of the basic SED organizations, to recruit 
in particular those reservists into GST activity who acquired their military know- 
ledge and experiences in recent years. It will partly depend on their active 
participation that the newly ripened tasks in defense policy education and in pre- 
military career training are solved by the GST in fine quality and on a high level. 
The state managers also ought to keep this task in mind and create the prerequisites 
for the reservists’ in the GST maintaining their fighting capacity and transmitting 
the knowledge they acquired in the NVA. And then there is this other point that 
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for still quite some time, for reasons of our demographic development, much also 
still will have to be done to maintain premilitary knowledge acquired up to the 
time of enlistment. In this field as well, reservists collectives are invited 
to address further tasks in cooperation with the GST’s martial arts sections. 


The higher demands are made on defense sports also because it is especially suitable 
for developing socialist defense preparedness. Here we might merely stress its 
importance to preparing a new generation of military career soldiers. Interesting 
defense sports stimulate among many young people an option for military careers 
early in their lives. Someone who comes from the defense sports working communities 
at the polytechnical secondary schools and goes into GST defense sports sections 

for his premilitary training is best prepared, and excellently motivated, for 

the military profession. Target practice and martial arts also deserve much at- 
tention, however, as the basis for maintaining and extending the reservists’ 

defense capacity. 


The socialist defense organization has repeatedly given impressive evidence for 
its grown performance capacity. The Fourth Military Spartacus Festival in Erfurt 
in July 1981 was the first such GST highlight after the 10th Congress which 
publicly demonstrated that. With support from party members and candidates, the 
GST intends to reach a performance balance late in June, at its seventh congress, 
and in August, for the 30th anniversary of its founding, that comes up to the 
targets set for promoting all citizens’ defense readiness, as proposed by the 10th 
SED Congress. It is a matter of honor for each comrade to prepare social highlights 
properly by plans fulfilled and by fine achievements. Under the motto, “Toward 
the Seventh Congress--With Initiative and Energy for the Fulfilment of the 10th 
Party Congress Resolutions,” tens of thousands of volunteer functionaries and 
training officers and all GST members are making great efforts to have the GDR's 
socialist defense organization fulfil its social mission in an exemplary manner.

CONDITIONS FOR IMPROVING FAMILY LIFE ANALYZED 
West German Commentary

[Report from Berlin: "Still No Guarantee for Simple Population Reproduction in 
the GDR.” A translation of the East Berlin EINHEIT article cited below follows 
this commentary] 


[Text] The theoretical SED organ EINHEIT (No 3, 1982) now has underscored that 
there still is no guarantee for the so-called simple population reproduction in 
the GDR despite the strong boost in the birth rate up to 1980. Some 265,000 
children should have been born in 1980, e.g., circa 20,000 more than actually 
were born, EINHEIT wrote in its most recent edition. In 1980, the baby boom 
had reached its climax in the GDR with approximately 245,000 live births. Last 
year, the birth rate again dropped for the first time, by more than 7,000. The 
three children family, propagated by the party, the state and the media, EINHEIT 
admitted in this context, could not be enforced. Right now, families mostly had 
one child or two children. That was a great advance, to be sure, compared with 
years when most only wanted one child, but it was not enough to guarantee the 
simple population reproduction. Between 1976 and 1980, the GDR spent more than 
M 5 billion on birth-promoting social measures.

[Text] Marriage and family relations are based on love and mutual respect, under- 


standing and mutual help every day, and the joint responsibility for the children, 
our Party Program says. “The complete equality of the marriage partners, the 
increasing economic independence of women and ever improving opportunities to 
take part in public life on equal terms have created qualitatively new precon- 
ditions for the personal bonds established by marriage and starting a family."*

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That remark is predicated on the application of Marxism-Leninism to our social 
conditions, on the victorious working class struggle under party leadership. As 
early as in “Das Kapital,” Marx demonstrated that by including woman in the social 
production process, a new economic basis would be generated for a higher form of 
family and sexual relations because large-scale industry would provide woman with 
a crucial role in socially organized production processes beyond the sphere of the 
household. 


Ever since its founding, our state has created continually improving conditions and 
prerequisites for the prospering of marriage and the family, where the abilities of 
both marriage partners can develop in every way, and children born are properly 
taken care of, educated and--together with the socialist school and the youth or- 
ganization--prepared for life. That involves the general legal principles such as 
the GDR Consticution, the Family Code and the Labor Code, the law on mother and 
child protection and the rights of woman, the abortion law and the law on the local 
people's representations and their organs, the youth law and many other legal re- 
gulations and provisions, resolutions and measures aimed at promoting marriage and 
the family. 


Important advances have been made in social and family policy since the Eighth SED 
Congress. Its resolutions, aimed at doing everything for the well-being of the 
workers class and all other working people, for the happiness of the people, in 

an extensive fashion touch on marriage and family development. Through the imple- 
mentation of the main task in its unity of economic and social policy, resolutely 
carried further by the ninth and 10th party congress, a program is in effect which, 
by means of a multifaceted system of sociopolitical measures, helps ensure and 
gradually improve the people's material and intellectual-cultural standard of 
living. Young marriages and the family enjoy special encouragement and promotion 
from that. This was impressively confirmed at the Third Central Committee plenun. 


What are the young girls and men like who decide to get married in our country? 
These young people have grow up in socialist society and, thanks to the socialist 
countries’ policy, in peace. They are part of a generation that no longer had to 
live through war with all its misery and dread. Generally, they have a fine educa- 
tion. Both partners are working and can acquire further training both technical 
and political. They have grown up under the influence of norms of conduct which 
facilitate, demand and foster socialist interhuman relations, which include as 

a crucial basic condition woman's equality in all domains of public life. They 
make high demands on their partner and enter marriage with great expectations. The 
main motives for getting married are love and mutual trust, mutual respect and 
responsibility for each other. It is a desirable goal for these young people 

to marry the partner they love and start a family with children. It meets their 
very personal need and relies on the experience that marriage and the family are 
respected, protected and in many ways promoted by socialist society. 





In recent years, between 130,000 and 140,000 couples got married in our country 
annually. In 1980, there were 86,400 marriages with both partners still below the 
age of 26. That came to nearly two-thirds of all marriages.

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Granting credits on favorable terms is a generous act of promotion and a precious 
aid in getting young marriages started. That decree has been considerably expanded 
on the basis of our further economic performance improvements, as of 1 September 
1981. Now still more young couples have access to interest-free credit at a sum of 
M 5,000 for housing procurement and funding their household furnishings. Income 
limits in effect previously have been dropped. Even young people contracting their 
second marriage get a credit if they are below 26 years of age and did not use that 
credit for their first marriage. Of the interest-free credits to be redeemed, 

M 1,000 are canceled for the birth of the first child, M 1,500, for the second, 

and M 2,500, for the third. This credit reduction is now also granted for pre- 
marriage children to whom one of the spouses holds the right of parental education 
and for adopted children. 


This further improved the fine social and material prerequisites for a harmonious 
development of young families with children. Almost all young married people have 
thus far taken advantage of this interest-free credit. That it enjoys great appeal 
is shown by the great increase in credit recipients during the first mouths after 
the expanded benefits became applicable. Im toto, from May 1972 till December 
1981, 778,199 credit contracts were concluded with young married people, and more 
than M 4.5 billion were allocated for it from the state budget. For 845,243 
children born during that period, credit discounts went into effect, so that 

M 992 million did not have to be paid back to the state. For more than 26,000 
young couples, the whole repayment liability for their interest-free credits of 

M 5,000 was canceled because their families already had three children each. 


Our housing construction program is highly responsive to the high place value 

young married people attach to their own apartment and to starting a family. That 
program is the centerpiece of our social policy. In recent years, one out of every 
five new apartments went to young couples. Furthermore, the FDJ initiative helped 
hand to young married people circa 54,000 reconditioned or completed apartments 

since 1976. The number of homes of their own they were able to get doubled since 
1976. For improving the housing situation, 30,800 young couples resorted to purpose- 
related credits since 1972, for which M 799 million were made available. 


Although the number of young couples who are the happy owners of an apartment rises 
from year to year—a positive trend that will continue with our gradually solving 
our housing problem as a social problem--, many young couples’ desire for an apart- 
ment still cannot be satisfied at once. To reduce the waiting periods steadily 

is something on which the Five-year plan requirement is focusing which has set 

down that during this period 940,000 apartments are to be newly built or modernized. 


Within the scope of the general improvements of the working and living conditions 
for all working people, additional sociopolitical measures went into effect for 
mother and child, for a more favorable compatibility between a working life and 
maternity, which correspond in an exemplary fashion to significant vital needs of 
young families with children. Important expenses and services having to do with 
pregnancy, the birth, care and education of the children are through these measures 
assumed by society. These benefits, which are paid for directly or indirectly out 
of the social funds for the promotion of young couples and families, are increasing 
steadily. For pregnancies and deliveries alone, allocations rose from M 2.3 billion 
between 1971 and 1975 to M 5.3 billion between 1976 and 1980. 
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Working mothers who have given birth to their second or any further child are 
entitled to paid leave, following their maternity leave, up to the first birthday 
of the child. Up to the end of 1981, there were 371,350 mothers who availed then- 
selves of the baby year. The state budget put up some M 930 million for it. 


Pregnancy and maternity leave was prolonged from 11 weeks (1950) to 26 weeks.

State subsidies for mothers came to more than M 4.2 billion since 1971.

Subsidies for it came to M 1 billion between 1976 and 1980. 


The 40-hour week was introduced for all mothers working full time with two or more 
dependant children. Leave was prolonged. Through extending the minimum leave for 
women working full time, some 402,000 women working on regular shifts are given 
three additional days leave, including 52,000 mothers with two or more children. 
Thus the number of working women with children entitled to 20, 21 or 23 days of 
basic leave per yecr rose to 607,500 in 1980. 


Another great achievement of our socialist society of great benefit to married 
people and the family is the Abortion Act of March 1972. This ensures a woman's 
right to determine the number and spacing of children herself and decide whether 
she wants to carry to term. The act also helps further extend the health pro- 
tection for mother and child. 


Experiences of recent years confirm that the sociopolitical measures have developed 
and reinforced the desire for children. They brought a basic change to the birthrate 
in the GDR. The number of live births in 1980, at 245,132, was higher by 66,005, 
i.e. by 36.8 percent, than in 1974.

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Along with the beneficial effect the sociopolitical measures have, the birthrate 
since the mid-1970's also reflects the assuredness that children in our society 
enjoy social security and comfort. More than 70 percent of the chiidren born in 
1980 came from women below 26 years of age. 


Right now, families mostly have one child or two children. That is a great advance, 
to be sure, compared with years when most only wanted one child, but it is not enough 
to guarantee the simple population reproduction. For that, e.g. in 1980, some 
265,000 children should have been born, e.g., circa 20,000 more than actually vere 
born. Yet it still has been confirmed that our society can affect the birthrate 
positively through a social policy that meets with the interests and needs especially 
of the young couples--particularly also under the conditions of extensive opportu- 
nities for family planning. 


An essential social prerequisites for fulfilling the young couples’ desires for 
children doubtless is the availability of places in day nurseries and kindergartens. 
Great efforts are being made to increase child care from year to year through a 
planned construction of child facilities and through local initiatives. In the 
current five-year plan, 55,000 nursery spots and enough kindergarten capacities 
will be newly created for all children, whose parents desire it, to be placed in 
the care of a kindergarten and so prepared for school. 


In 1980, 329,600 children were taken care of and educated in 6,415 day nurseries. 

In the last 10 years alone, nearly 40 percent of that capacity was created, so that 
in that period, in spite of the higher birthrate, child care more than doubled-- 
from 291 to 612 per 1,000 children to be cared for. That is the highest figure in 
the world, and still there are right now not a few young mothers waiting for a 

day nursery spot. There are not enough of them to meet the desire of many young 
mothers to get back to work as fast as possible. State budget subsidies for day 
nursery care rose from M 2.7 billion in 1971 to 1975 to come to M 3.6 billion in the 
last five-year plan period. 


By the end of 1980, 710,351 places were available in the 12,145 kindergartens and 
the weekly homes for infants between three and six. The rate of care for infants 
from the age of three to their entering school rose in the last 10 years from 645 
infants per 1,000 to 922. State budget subsidies for kindergartens and combined 
facilities rose from M 3.4 billion between 1971 and 1975 to nearly M 4.6 billion 
between 1976 and 1980. 


The high social appreciation for young families with children is expressed in the 
party resolution and the decree on it by the Council of Ministers in concurrence 
with the FDGB National Executive Committee for granting another large increase in 
child support money from the state budget for every third and additional child in 
a family. Starting on 1 December 1981, that came to M 100 per month for such 
children instead of the previous M 50, 60 or 70. A quarter of a billion Marks 
come out of the state budget for it annually. 


The decree on granting scholarships to full-time students at the universities, 
colleges and technical schools in the GDR, which went into effect on 1 September 
1981, has found much approval. It raises the subsidies for student families and 
for students with children and a parental educational responsibility for then. 
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Now circa ll percent of the female students gets for each child a basic stipend 
raised by M 50, and for male students the percentage is still much higher. That 
also helps improve the subsistence of the student family or the young family in 
which one spouse is a student, while it also induces a good performance in studies 
and in public work. 


The prolonged leaves and the conditions for vacation arrangements also have a 
positive effect on young marriage and family relations. In 1980, it was possible 
to distribute 4.6 million vacation trips, 1.3 million more than 10 years before. 
The number of vacation spots given to families with three or more children rose 
more than eightfold from 1970 to 1980. Some 1.9 million pupils spent at least 

2 weeks of their vacation in enterprise vacation camps, pioneer camps and school 
and specialists’ camps. Moreover, circa 700,000 pupils of the lower grades had a 
great time at local vacation games. 


The expanded opportunities for furlough and vacation activities are part of our 
social policy. The state budget and enterprise funds will also put up copious seans 
for it in the years ahead. Directly or indirectly, they benefit the young families 
with children. 


Among the facilities which we can no longer conceive ourselves to be without, and 
which ease the lives of the young families and help, in particular, the mothers‘ 
work life are the after-school centers and school lunch programs. There were over 
745,500 after-school center vacancies in 1980. That means each child on grades 1 
to 4 can attend an after-school center. Over 1.7 million pupils get a warm lunch 
each day in 1980, 78 percent of all pupils in grades 1 to 12. In 1970, it had been 
just 47.2 percent. Some 66 percent of the pupils regularly gets milk at school. 
Ten years before, it had only been one-fourth of all pupils. For feeding the 
pupils, the state budget between 1976 and 1980 allocated nearly M 4.3 billion. 


This systematic development of services fully conforms to the justified desires. 
also of young families to reduce household chores with the time and efforts they 
consume. Laundry services, e.g., have shown fine results. Per inhabitant and 
per year, more than 12 kilogram of laundry is washed right now, almost twice as 
much as in 1970. The share of home deliveries, which is the most efficient furm 
for the families, rose from 18.7 percent in 1970 to 22.6 percent in 1980. 


Altogether, the social and family policy of our workers and farmers state, and 

the important sociopolitical measures that have gone along with it, have greatly 
helped further elevate the families’ material and cultural living standard. Married 
couples and families enjoy social security and comfort. They have what it takes 
to make their relations harmonious and permanent. Even so, it is of course up to 
the marital partners themselves how to use these excellent conditions and opportu- 
nities. The norms of conviviality commensurate with the socialist way of life, 

and especially with the new social position of woman, do not prevail automatically. 
Making them real within the family implies changed attitudes and modes of thinking 
and conduct in men as well as women. That starts with family upbringing and then 
passes through the school up to preparing adolescents for love, marriage and family 
and continues in the state of matrimony through coping with problems and difficul- 
ties. That includes, not last, that the household chores and the upbringing of 
children, duties the families regularly have to deal with, are handled by both 
marriage partners in a sensible division of labor. 











Society's influence is directed at helping the various family sembers—especially 
the marriage partners--shape family relations commensurate with the socialist 
way of life and benefiting the personality development of all family senbers.

[Text] At the 10th SED Congress, Comrade Erich Honecker was able to make a point 
of the significant fact that the young generation in the GDR has made the SED 
program its own business and is meeting its civic responsibility with revolutionary 
elan: “Today, there is no field left in which the FDJ would fail to stad up for 
itself. With dedication, creativeness and a sense of responsibility, it is meeting 
the demands of the 1980's and is proving itself on all frontlines of the class 
struggle a reliable helper and fighting reserve of the SED. 


Por illuminating the historic magnitude of what was achieved thereby, so as to gain 
new knowledge from it and deepen the firm class positions and communist convictions 
in the GDR's youth with a view to the past and the present--an important contribu- 
tion is made by the "Geschichte der Freien Deutschen Jugend,” prepared on orders 

of the 10th Parliament (1976) and about to be published. Oriented to the party 
resolutions and the speeches and essays of Comrade Erich Honecker, general secretary 
of the SED Central Committee, and summarizing as well as extending the outcome of 
long years of scientific research, the authors collective has succeeded in presenting 
cohesively for the first time the historic roots of the FDJ, its founding and its 
active rile in mobilizing the youth of the time of the antifascist-democratic trans- 
formation all the way to the shaping of the developed socialist society in the GDR. 
Many illustrations and documents--many less known or unpublished ones among then-- 
illuminate and deepen the cogency of this important work. 


Ever since Marx and Engels and the start of the deliberate struggle for the victory 
of socialism, firm foundations have been laid for the unity between the revolution- 
ary working class party and the working youth. The book follows the bend from those

beginnings, when socialism still was a matter of the far distant future, to our 
present time, when it has become a reality in the community of the socialist states 
and, under party leadership, the very own cause of youth in our GDR, too. 


Presented are in a concentrated fashion the great traditions in the undeterred, 
selfless efforts of the revolutionary vanguard of the German workers class on be~ 
half of the immediate as well as the future interests of working youth. Tribute 

is paid to essential stations in the struggle of the organized revolutionary German 
working youth, led and promoted by it, especially to Karl Liebkmecht's work as the 
leader of the revolutionary German workers youth movement. A point is made of the 
historic achievement of the Communist Youth League of Germany which--guided decisive- 
ly by Ernst Thaelmann--carried the ideas of Marxism-Leninism and of the Red October 
into the German working youth and helped the party bring up resolute axd unbending 
fighters against imperialism and fascism and for a socialist German fatherland, 
revolutionaries loyal to the working class cause even under the toughest conditions, 
the heavy years of the antifascist resistance struggle. Thus, through bitter class 
struggle conflicts, important battle experiences were gained while the cadres were 
forged who paved the way for the fundamental change in the social position of youth 
as it became reality in the GDR, under SED leadership, borne decisively by FDJ ef- 
forts. The “Geschichte der FDJ" proves this: Marxist-Leninist party leadership 

for the FDJ and the unity between the party and youth are the guarantee for youth 
in the GDR to be able to develop all talents and capabilities and shape a happy 
future by taking part in the strengthening and protection of its workers and farmers 
state. 


The liberation of the German people by the Soviet Union opened this chance for a 
fundamental change in German history. The book makes clear under what extraordi- 
narily difficult conditions the KPD and, with it, class-conscious social democrats 
and other antifascist forces had to conduct the struggle for committing youth to a 
new life. The KPD resolutely championed a unified, free, antifascist-democratic 
youth movement. It conformed thereby to the lessons of history as much as to the 
experiences of common action among young communists, social democrats, Christians 
and other enemies of Hitler in the antifascist resistance struggle and in the first 
steps taken toward democratic reconstruction. 


How much conviction of the attractiveness of the party's cause and of socialism 

and how much trust in the young generation were required to conduct, without false 
leniency yet patiently and tenaciously, the struggle for a youth that had by and 
large been abused by fascism against its own interests and those of other peoples! 
Under such Complicated circumstances, the party acted in accordance with an unalter- 
ably relevant principle of its youth policy, to trust youth and assign responsibili- 
ty to it. How much communists always care about youth is brought out by the fact 
that party chairman Wilhelm Pieck himself handled youth activities in the KPD Central 
Committee secretariat. The "Geschichte der FDJ" displays the cutstanding personal 
distinction Comrade Erich Honecker acquired in successfully bringing this youth 
policy of the party to realization, in generating and strengthening the unified 
democratic and socialist youth organization and turning it into a passionate co- 
shaper of the GDR. “There is no event of social importance in the life of our

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Youth movement unity had to be fought for and defended against numerous designs by 
reactionary forces at splitting youth once again into a large number of political 
and denominational affiliations. All those designs failed, as do all imperialist 
gambles--then as today--targeted at contradictions between the party and youth. 
All the more weighty are the historical facts, telling us: Through the unified 
youth association the firm foundation was laid for our young generation to be able 
to become, under SED leadership, a conscious coshaper of its socialist fatherland. 
The founding of the FDJ marks a turning point in the history of the German youth 
movement. 


Always guided by the party's general Marxist-Leninist line, the FDJ would face 

any demands resulting from the consolidation of antifascist-democratic relations 
and the tasks in the transition period from capitalism to socialism. It would al- 
ways abide by the oath through which on 11 October 1949 Erich Honecker pledged the 
youth's loyalty to its state. Since the early 1970's, it has been concentrated on 
widening ~nd using the creativeness of youth in shaping the developed socialist 
society. Yhe historic account transmits permanent results of that effort by millions 
of young people in the GDR on behalf of socialism. And it also bears testimony to 
how--supported and encouraged by tried and tested communists, specialists, engineers 
and scientists--difficulties have been coped with time and time again with youthful 
dash and elan and durability tests have been passed.

This makes fruitful for 
the communist education of the young generation the great traditions, already 
rooted in real socialism, of peaceful creative work for the good of socialiss, 
all vividly and interestingly shown. 


Such initiatives are rated not merely from the vantage point of their economic re- 
sults--however much bearing they have--, but also as fields of struggle between the 
new and the old, of in many way clarifying confrontations, the massive enforcing 
of socialist consciousness and the formation of young revolutionaries. The authors 
pay such attention to the young generation's participation in solving the tasks 

of the scientific-technical revolution. It is shown how the FDJ in various ways, 
mainly through the Pair of the Masters of Tomorrow movement, enables youth to face 
the challenges of our time, develop its knowledge and skills, creativeness and 


dedication for the good of all of us, and prove itself in this crucial field of 
the worldwide class conflict. 


Among the outstanding traditions of the youth association is its active contribu- 
tion to the protection and armed defense of the socialist achievements. Addressing 
particularly younger readers, who do not know @uch of it from their own experience, 
the authors collective recalls the various designs by imperialism and its henchmen 
to force the GDR to its knees, soften it up ideologically, and isolate it inter- 
nationally.

OPERATIONS OF P-12 AIR DEFENSE RADAR DESCRIBED

arene te authors' collective: “Mastery of Radar Equipment Requires the Entire 
Soldier" ‘ 


[Text] Oay after day members of the Rediotechnical Troops [FuTT] of the Air and 
Air Defense Forces monitor the airspace of our country and solve tasks of radar 
support of surface-to-air missile troops end combat training of fighters with the 
help of Soviet radar equipment. They have both newer and older equipment and use 
both to accomplish the combat tasks ordered. Mastering this radar equipment 
requires exact knowledge, comprehensive ebilities and skills from the individuel 
and from each collective. It requires the entire soldier. 


Each of us knows the significance of having high-performance radar equipment for 
air defense. Despite the stormy development of microelectronics, many radar 
stations today still function primarily with components based on semiconductor and 
tube technology. The members of the FuTT have the task of completely mastering 
this reconnaissance equipment, of taking care of and servicing it conscientiously 
and fully exploiting its combat capabilities so thet it is used to guarantee high 
combat power and combat readiness. 


An example of a proven peder station is the P-12 which was described briefly in 
a previous contribution and will be discussed here in terms of selected require- 
ments on the crew. 


The function of the P-12 radar station is continuous search, time and precise 
locating and uninterrupted tracking of eerial targets under all conditions. From 
these are derived the stratified political-ideological, command, training and 
engineering technical problems which must be solved in mastering the station. 
High demands are made of the P=-12 station chief since he embodies command, ser- 
vicing and also maintenance tasks in one person. There is a requirement, on the 
one hand, for command abilities such es foresight, boldness and decisiveness but,

on the other hand, e first-class technically trained specialist is needed for 
expert operation and maintenance. 


Absolute prerequisites for the effective combat operator of the P-12 radar sta- 
tion are knowledge, mastery and consideration of the effective basic relationships 
between the tactical task assignment, the technical parameters and environmentel 
influences. Theee relationships are reflected in the fundamental radar equation

The task of the P-12 crew is to extract from the fundamental equation the factors 
influencing the acquisition range of the radar station. Geographic end meteoro- 
logical influences, which likewise have a direct effect on the positioning range, 
must also be conscientiously analyzed. In addition, servicemen must exactly, as 
prescribed, and logically accomplish functional checks on the equipment, expertly 
establish its technical stetus and, if necessary, restore complete functional 
capability in the shortest possible time. 





The requirements can be satisfied only if the members of a P-12 crew have a 
politically motivated attitude toward the military task and the radar equipment 
entrusted to them, They they will strive to achieve a high standard of training, 
will work purposely to improve it and contribute to still better operation, care, 
servicing and maintenance with their own ideas. In analyzing the fundamental 
equation and environmental influences, the task is to derive the degree of in- 
fluence on individual factors exertable by the operator and to uncover ways and 
means as to how maximum detection ranges can be secured. 


It may be seen from the fundamental equation that radar station range fas, in~ 
creases as transmitter power Pi goes up and receiver absolute sensitivity PEmin 
goes down. It is significantly dependent on antenna gain G. Reflective srea 9 
and wavelength A elso influence range. Since P-12 transmitting power is con- 
tinuously variable, the output prescribed by the manufacturer must be set. An 
optimum tuning of the receiver and the operation of gauged tubes will always 
result in falling below the normal value of receiver sensitivity end thus create 
favorable detection conditions. Antenne gain is, in the final analysis, a design 
value. The radar operators can counter it by avoiding deformations on the radia- 
tors, by not misad justing the erected antenna supports, by protecting the HF 
cable connections from moisture penetration and by carefully removing ice from 
the antenna when deicing. 


These parameters capable of being influenced give rise to high demands on crew 
technical qualifications. The station chief must learn every detail of his 
station, comprehend the physical interconnections that start when the P-12 is 
switched on and be able to really gresp these. The reader station crew can 
achieve maximum detection ranges only after optimum tuning and setting of norm 
values together with careful handling of the antenna. 


The effective reflective surface of the tergets to be reconnoitered is not 
controllable by the rader operator but has significant influence on detection 
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renoco. It is not constant and is determined by geometric dimensions, reflective 
properties and the position of the target in relation to the radar station. The 
differing effective reflective surfaces, all in the range of 0.2 to 100 squere 
meters, explain why military aircreft are significantly more difficult to reconn- 
citer than civilian transport aircraft. Based on this knowledge, the radar opsre=- 
tor must be able to categorize the targets on the basis of rader returns on the 
screen. He must know how he can achieve a maximum detection range for determining 
the position of missiles, aircraft and other sirborne vehicles with eppropriste 
antenna maneuvers and expedient operating modes. 


The geographic and metsorologicel influences not covered in the fundamental eque—- 
tion require that the crew have substantial knowledge and some special skills and 
abilities. Thus the position of the P-12, which works in the meter band, in a 
given terrain hes a decisive influence on the formation of the reconnaissance 
pattern, the size of the local compass rose and the formation of dea” zones. 
Radar operators must also know the influence of vegetation and terrain shapes, 
soil properties, congruence and terrain angles. They gust understand why the 
so-called local compass rose originates from inequalities in the surrounding area 
and that positioning is made difficult or even impossible in this area without. 
turning on S8Z [moving target indication]. They must also consider that 
buildings, woods or mountains create invisible areas (dead zones) which the enemy 
can use for e surprise approach. These factors are analyzed with the aid of 

the congruence angle. In the case of the terrain angle, it must also be con- 
sidered thet negative terrain angles create more favorable conditions for detec- 
ting low-flying targets whereas high-flying targets are better detected when there 
is a positive terrain angle. On the basis of information about geographic in- 
fluences, the crew must have skills and abilities in surveying the position, that 
is, they must be able to use the measuring rod and azimuth circle and evaluste 
the suitability of the site on the basis of measurements. 


Although one of the advantages of radar resonneissance as compared with visual is 
the certain positioning of the targets during night, fog, rain and snow, weather 
alters the detection ranoe as a result of attenuation and refraction. The effect 
of suprarefraction is particularly critical since it causes radar stetion excess 
ranges and makes definite determination of range to target difficult. 


The resistance to jamming of the P-12 is another parameter which characterizes 
the effectiveness of this station. It indicates how the most important tactical 
and technical date can be maintained et a prescribed level under the influence of 
rader jamming. In order to guarentee secure functioning during enemy use of 
electronic countermeasures, the P-12 has effective systems such as frequency 
changing apparatus and the S8Z system for protection against jamming measures. 


Detecting and tracking targets during jamming is one of the most difficult tasks. 
For this reason the absolute prerequisites are comprehensive knowledge about 

enemy jamming capabilities, the use of one's own jamming countermeasure facilities 
and the psychological stability of the crew in order to keep the effects of radar 
jamming as low as possible. 
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Concentration points in P-12 utilization end maintenance ere professional end 
errorfree operation, thrifty use of spare parts end removal of secondary rew 
materials for processing and recycling of high-value aeteriels. 


Crew members can, for example, by military economic thought and action incresse 
P-12 transmitter tube service hours by 70 percent. The critical factor here is 
forming of the transmitter tubes before they are pleced into operation and after 
operational peuses of more than seven days. Forming is here understood to mean 
restoring the vacuum of the tube while operating with decreased anode voltege. 


Requirements for conscientious servicing ere established in militery reguletions. 
Although the procedures sbout periodicity, length, sequence, methodology, tools, 

meesuring devices and norm values to be achieved create favorable conditions, the 
conscious action of the individuel is decisive. Only when servicing is conducted 
on a programmed basis with adequate quality can it be quaranteed that the station 
is availeble for the combat task with a definable probebility. 


Maintenance times also depend largely on crew skills. A well—trained crew member 
must be able to recognize faults on the basis of typical external charecteristics. 
Certain knowledge about norm value settings of the radar station is necessary 

since some faults normally appeer eas devistions from norm values. The radar opere- 
tor must pey perticuler ettention to analysis of the P-12 radar scope. Changes 
often immediataly indicate the cause of a fault and help to discover faults more 
quickly. The crew must know the most frequent causes of faults and, in particular, 
avoid operating errors. The typical feults summarized in the training documente- 
tion are to be taught, along with their effects, during training and simulated if 
necessary. If the crew can systematically employ proven fault-—finding methods, 
radar station downtime will be reduced to a minimum. In one minute of station 
downtime, a modern combat aircraft can cover undetected the range from about 10 

to 40 kilometers. This helps to understand how important is continued operational 
readiness of a radar station. 


An effective method to reduce P-12 failures is the procedure of receiver tube 
forecasting. Up to 70 percent of failures are attributable to electrical vacuum 
component breakdowns. This is due in particuler to the circumstance thet during 
operation a preventive exemination of tubes is either not done or testing with 
the tube tester is not effective enough and very time-consuming. The military 
economic aspect must also be considered, Many times efter checking with the tube 
tester, a large number of tubes ere sorted out because their mutual conductance 
does not meet requirements but they could still continue to operate for longer 
periods in an appropriete stage. 


The apparatus available in the stetion for preventive examination of receiver 
tubes in terms of module terminal paeremeters at reduced filament voltage is an 
effective supplementary device. If it is used professionally, the crew can make 
a preventive check including capability for further use without removing these 
tubes from the circuits. By decreasing filament voltage from 6.3 to 5.0 volts, 
one can imitate decreased emission capability of the tube cathodes (artificial 
aging). If the terminel parameter (such as receiver sensitivity) of a module is 
determined, then the criterium for functional capability of the tubes during the 














next period of use is the receiver sensitivity et 5.0 volts filement voltage. 

If this is within the norm, the receiver tube will function reliably for en 
edditionel 200 hours. Replecing tubes not mesting the nore velues gives the 

crew the opportunity of preventing failures settributeble to breakdown of electri- 
cel vecuum components. 


It may be seen from the foregoing thet the presence of eppropriete reder stations 
alone does not determine whether the Radiotechnical Troops can do justice to their 
militery tasks. The decisive fectors are the attitude end capability of people. 
To the degree that the P-12 crew is capable of expediently deploying the redar 
station in terrain, echieving « technically perfect mastery of it end exploiting 
all combet capabilities et the required moment, thus will no teroet escape the 
operetors of this proven reder stetion.

Howitzers and Rockets: f€xect Weather Reports Ensure Great Accuracy of Fire] 


[Text] Continually changing meteorological elements such as wind, tempersture and 
air density have great influence on the trajectory of a shell or rocket. Here ere 
two exemples to illustrate how normel wind and temperature influence the tre jec- 
tory of a 122mm shell at a firing renge of 15 kilometers. Given e headwind of 

10 meters/second [m/s] (average up to meximum trajectory altitude), the shell will 
land 447 meters short. Given e temperature 10 deorees centigrade above or below 
the average table value, the renge will change by 282 asters. And one can imagine 
how much stronger the influence of wind, tempereture and sir density is on « 
rocket with substentially greater dimensions and firing ranges. 


In order to precisely calculete the trajectory, meteorological units of the 

Rocket Troops and Artillery compile en exact, complete and timely weather report 
[for] up to en altitude of 30 kilometers. They transmit this by radio, telephone 
or courier, depending on the priority. As compared with other weather reports, 
the standard weather report conteins average deviations of meteorological elements 
for standard values up to an esteblished altitude in a compact summary coded in 
numbers. 


The standard weather report can be processed by electronic computer and is easy 
to transmit. It gquerantees simple end rapid derivation of azimuth and range cor= 
rections to be set on the howitzer or rocket leuncher and also [permits] estime- 
ting the rediological and chemical situetion in combat actions. Expected weather 
conditions can also be determined. 


Tools: Bellon and Reader 


A complex sounding is taken to compile the stendard weather report. This involves 
releasing « hydrogen-filled ballon with an atteched radiosonde into the stmosphere. 
We have ballons with diemeters of 100, 150 end 200 om which are, on the averege, 
filled with two to three cubic meters of hydrogen and ascend at « rate of 300 to 
350 meters/minute. Before leunching, the bellon is warmed to about 40 to 50 de- 
grees centigrade in « preparation device using « white ges mixture so that it 











becomes soft, elastic and expandable. Oepending on size end flight time (ebout 60 
to 90 minutes), it reaches an altitude of 21 to WO kilometers. The attached radio- 
sonde has, among other things, « trenemitter, a power supply unit end « temperature 
sensor. It continually transmits signals (temperature frequencies). A radar ste- 
tion continually tracks the sonde. Every 30 seconds [the station] registers on 

a recording tape the spatial coordinates of the sonde and the temperature frequen- 
cy, which corresponds to the tempereture electrically measured by the sonde. 
Tracking of the sonde is done automatically. Ouring range measurement the reder 
station transmits focused strong pulses of electromagnetic energy. The time 
[elepsed| until the arrival of the response signal of the sonde or of the reflected 
eneroy of the redar station is electronically measured. Since the signal prope- 
gates with the speed of light (300,000 m/s), the rance cen be easily calculated 


(E= SS ), 


The range is immediately printed out in meters on the recording tepe by the reder 
station. The average or true wind direction and velocity at any desired altitude 
can be computed from the sonde spatial coordinates measurec and printed et definite 
time intervals. The temperature et e given altitude can be established by analy- 
zing the temperature frequencies transmitted by the sonde. Incidentally, at an 
altitude of 14 kilometers, a temperature of minus 50 degrees centigrade and « wind 
velocity of 10 to 20 m/s are completely normal even in summer. If the ballon 
bursts at this altitude, the missing values can be cxtrapolated. 


Wind soundings are conducted between complex soundings. These have the goal of 
keeping rocket and artillery units informed about repidly changing wind conditions 
as often as possible. In this case, a corner reflector is attached to the ballon. 
The radar station tracks the ballon eutomatically out to « range of 25 kilometers. 
The spatial coordinates printed out at definite time intervals permit establishing 
wind direction and velocity at the prescribed standard altitudes. If the radar 
station is not working or good visibility prevails, wind soundings can be made 
with a pilot bellon (50 cm diameter). In this case the angle of elevation & and 
the azimuth a are measured at precisely prescribed intervals with one or two 
optical devices (ballon theodolites). 


Altitudes can be determined with an optical device (single bearing) using average 
ballon ascent velocity and measured time. The use of two optical devices (double 
bearing) permits a far more exact determination of the three spatial coordinates 
(€ ,4,4) using the appropriate calculations (trigonometric function) since escent 
velocity is only an empirical value. 


Meteorologists are required to issue e wind warning to their superiors when wind 
at ground level exceeds 15 m/s or exceeds 50 m/s st altitude. 


What A Meteorological Unit Has 


To accomplish the missions or, in a sense, to ensure a hit with the first shot, 
the unit has numerous devices available. This includes the medium-range radio 
equipment mounted on a vehicle. Then there are two tractor trucks with box bodies. 
One vehicle serves as the analysis vehicle with working pleces for the analysis 
group. The second is the support devices vehicle. 
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An importent element is the meteorological reder station with diesel generetor. 

It is capable of automatically or manually trecking a radiosonde out to 150 kilo- 
meters or a corner reflector out to 25 kilometers. Range is measured with «a maxi- 
mum error of 40 meters. In addition to control elements, the station hes « renge 
measuring Gevice, a registering system, «a counting system to enalyze temperature 
frequencies and a high-performance receiver and trenemitter. These systems ere 
housed in e hesteble compartment. The entenne is in « second compartment. It is 
2 1.83—meter large parebolic dish that can be hydraulically extended. This very 
reliable station is mounted on e two-exle special trailer. 





Also to be mentioned is the transport vehicle for steel hydrogen bottles (one 
bottle being needed to fill one ballon on the average) and the generator for 
producing hydrogen in the field. 


In summary it may be said that the unit has the necessary material to sccomplish 
the missions under ell conditions. The operation and maintenance of the devices 
require much fectual knowledge, skills, discipline and a sense of responsibility 
from the members of the relatively small collective. The initiative of all com 
redes, expressed not least in mutual interchangeability, quarantees « continuous 
operational and combat readiness of the unit end thus high effectiveness of rocket 
troop end artillery fire. 
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DISCOVERER OF ANIMAL VACCINE BARRED FROM EXPERIMENTS 
Bucharest FLACARA in Romanian 12 Feb 82 p 8

[Text] Almost 7 years have elapsed since the publication of our article on the ther- 
apeutic effects of the total complex cellulomicrobial vaccine, with concept and treat- 
ment by physician Constantin Bacanu, and sore than 12 years since this physician has 
been currentiy using the vaccine in managing very diversified ailments. Moreover, 

we remind our readers that in reporting the notable results obtained through this 
procedure, we did not shy away from alsoproviding public opinion with the proofs 

of obtuserecs and conservatism by which some people, more or less influential but 
lacking scientific acusen, have kept in the background or simply prevented the pro- 
motion of a unique treatment which has demonstrated its effectiveness in sore than 
800 cases. 


This time we shall give the floor to close co-workers of Dr. Bacanu, human and ve- 
terinary physicians, persons who, on various occasions and repeatedly were able to 
determine the clinical and laboratory effects of the cellulomicrobial vaccine. We 
are doing this in order to again focus the specialists’ attention on the importance 
of this biological treatment and also to voice our perplexity over the manner in 
which the Ministry of Health and especially the Ministry of Agriculture and the Food 
Industry handle the continuation of experiments on a product that was approved and 
proposed for use on an overall scale. But before giving the floor to our interview- 
ees, let us briefly describe Dr. Bacanu's vaccine and the genesis of this treatment. 


What Is the Vaccine, How Did It Develop? 


The total complex cellulomicrobial [CMTC] vaccine is a sterile, aqueous suspension, 
composed of microbial flora, pathological cells, produced by metabolism in the pro- 
portion corresponding to the localization and specific nature of the disease. The 
product is collected from patients from the cavities of the digestive, respiratory 
and urogenital systems, from organs, hematopoietic, muscular, osseous or tegumental 
tiseve. After inactivation, the vaccine is orally adiministered daily, 10 al each, 
or percutaneously, twice a week, 4-12 months, on an average. In patients with ad- 
vanced stag@of the disease or immunity exhaustion, administration may be extended 
over 2-3 years after which the treatment is repeated at close intervals. The idea 
developed as a result of long observation and of the fact that the author worked 
for more than 30 years wt the “Ion Cantacuzino” Institute for Serums and Vaccines 
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where be focused on vaccines. Hence, he was able to notice that current techniques 
make it impossible to identify the entire microbial flora in the body, all that be- 
comes aggressive when encountering an organ with immune deficiency. “The idea of the 
vaccine,” Dr. Bacanu told us, “emerged mainly as a result of the many failures pro- 
duced by the sdministration of the conventional waccine prepared with gerus isolated 
on culture media. At that point I planned to prepare a total vaccine (with all gerus 
and theie biological products) and also a complex waccine (from all the body's cavi- 
ties).” The product — as we earlier had the opportunity to indicate — hgs proved 
its effectiveness in curing or ameliorating some variously etiologic chrunic infec- 
tions, which were resistant to current methods of antibiotic or immunobiologic treat- 
ment, and in the treatment of some neoplasias, in skin diseases and troubles of the 
nervous systes. 





Noted Clinicians Certify Value, Advocate Broad Use of Discovery 


Prof. Dr. Stefan Berceanu, head of the Bucharest Clinic of Hematology: I continue to 
assess end maintain that the theoretical basis and the practical results of the vac- 
cine are significant factors in the treatment of many immunclogic deficiencies. I was 
able to find owt in our clinic and in other medical units how the patient's condition 
changes for the better after the Bacanu treatment. The vaccine demonstrates 4 strong- 
ly immunogenic potential in that besides the microbial agent it contains tissular 
extracts with adjuvant action. It remains to be seenwiether the administration of a 
vaccine with malignant tissue will yield results in cancer. So far we have obtained 
results in conditions of essential and secondary msedullar aplasia and in postchemo- 
therapy. 


Prof. Dr. Dan Alessandrescu, director of the “Polizu” Maternity Hospital: Dr. Bacanu’s 
idea of stimulating the body's defensive forces, of strengthening Ge body immunologically, 
in face of the infectious and cancerous aggressions, is an idea that deserves to be 
taken into consideration with complete seriousness. The vaccine which Dr. Bacan: has 
been preparing may have a beneficial or favorable action in the context of the fnac~ 
tors related in the cancerous process. In cases of infected neoplasms, we use the 
vaccine with good results in immunologic stimulation. 


Moreover, Dr. Constantin Bacanu'’s idea of using the vaccine for immunologic stiaula- 
tion of a group of different mammals is, in my view, in light of current ecological 
changes, of special importance and, consequently, must be treated with most «ttention. 


Dr. Kondi Vanghel, Bucharest Center of Hematology: I do not keep it a secret that 
Dr. Becanyu is a good friend of mine and that we have known each other for a life~- 
time. I have assisted hie as best I could, in the first place with materials, with 
flasks or with sterile distilled water, because I f 

the vaccine prepared by his gave very good results. I have 
vaccine for 10-15 years and during that period I have had 

commended to Dr. Bacanu. This vaccine has yielded very good results specifically in 
the case of urinary infections. Hence, I do not believe that it is 4 universal pa- 
nacea for all diseases but where it has yielded very good results we ought to tell 
that it has yielded very good results. Perhaps Dr. Becanu exaggerates sometines. He 
speaks of cancer! That, I do not believe. As a matter of fact, I am not familiar 
with hie results in reducing cancer, hence I have no way of contesting it. But even 
if Dr. Bacanu’s vaccine has special effects in the case of urinary infections only,

as I stated, still this would be a sufficiently powerful reason to consider the vac- 
cine as an asset to men, a step forward in protecting them against disease and suf- 
fering. The importance of the vaccine resides in the fact that it stimulates the 
body's resistance so that it manages to heal by its own resources stimulated by the 
vaccine. As for the application of the vaccine: I, also, wonder why it is not used, 
as it can be prepared in laboratories attached to any hospital. 


Prof. Dr. Iuliu Suteu, Emergency Hospital: Dr. Bacanu's vaccine is very good. In all 
patients to whom I administered it, the results were impressive, both in terms of 
local evolution and general condition. This vaccine is very well tolerated by pa- 
tients. The fact that it has yiélded good results and that it is well tolerated by 
patients has won our confidence in the total vaccine. I firmly believe that if con- 
ditions were created for its being studied in specialized laboratories, it would be 
possible to spotlight the programs which I regard as beneficial in the treatment of 
the varied surgical infections and in the biological improvement of the patients. 

I shall use one or two examples, recalling the salutary efficiency in redressing 

the hemogram in anemic patients and in cobalt-irradiated patients in cancer treatment. 


To these medical advantages I addtwomajor advantages which by no means are negli- 
gible in our health care: 1. The vaccine can be applied on an outpatient basis; 
2. It is very inexpensive. 


Dr. Andrei Firica, director of the Clinical Emergency Hospital: In the activity of 
preparation, supervision and monitoring of Dr. Constarn*in Bacanu's total complex 
vaccine inactivated at 100° Celsius, administered per us, there were included 113 pa- 
tients (73 observed by the Laboratory of Bacteriology-Immunology under the 
Clinical Emergency Hospital and 40,by Dr. Bacanu himself). 


The ailments for whose treatment this vaccine was idministered had an infectious 
etiology, namely: languishing urinary infections, »cne, languishing infections of 
surgical wounds, osteomyelites, osteites, chronic .olites, and so forth. Clinical 
results were obtained in a proportion of 90-95%. Immunologically, the medical work- 
ers found a net differentiation in the concentration of immunoglobulins Ig G and 

Ig A especially, before the treatment with the vaccine, during the course of the 
treatment (1-3 months) and after the obtaining of the clinical result, to the ef- 
fect of rise in these immunoglobulins. 


This rise in the concentration of immunoglobulins indicates the humoral efficiency 
of the vaccine by the increase in nonspecific antibodies. 


In the future, if our laboratory is better equipped, we shall conduct research on 
specific antibodies. 


Recently, FLACARA published Dr. Constantin Bacanu's hypothesis regarding the biolo- 
gical conditioning of the quality of life. The hypothesis was formulated as a result 
of an experiment made on animals at the Peris Livestock Fam. We remind our readers 
that the experiment involved immunizing with the total vaccine the hogs in the 
stages of pregnancy, maternity and nursery and resulted in outstanding health in 
sows and newborn piglets, so that after 110 days of treatment the researchers ob- 
tained a surprising equality in terms of physical condition. Furthermore, it was 
proved that animals also demonstrate uniformity as to the degree of health and of 
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psychosomatic and trophic manifestation. Telling are statistical data: from 300 un- 
vaccinated control piglets, only 194 attained the growth level and were transfered 
from maternity to nursery, while in the vaccinated group, from 300 subjects, 245 
transfered from maternity to nursery, also showing an increase in weight, of 1 kg 
per enimal. 


Because of these results the experiment was extended to include a hog farm in Tamadau. 
Moreover, recently, at Giurgiu ISCIP [State Enterprise for the Raising and Fattening 
of Hogs], a pilot station was set up, which is provided with special laboratories 

and where the vaccine testing will continue on a great number of hogs. Actually, the 
experiment should have started as early as last October, but for strange reasons, 

and despite of the lapse of time which means money and in spite of the sums invested 
in structures and equipment, the tests are being constantly postponed because the 
main author of the program, Dr. Constantin Bacanu, was not invited to participate 

in the experiment. And because nobody has officially ordered a stay in the vaccine 
administration, the situation appears totally unexplainable. 


Results in Livestock Industry Are Outstanding But the Proper Ministry Procrastinates 


Dr. Adrian Elefterescu, veterinary surgeon, head of the Laboratory for Control of 
Veterinary Biological Products: The total complex cellulomicrobial vaccine, pro- 
duced by Dr. Constantin Bacanu, was checked by our laboratory in 1980, under both 
laboratory and field conditions, in a unit for industrial hog raising, at the farm 
in the Tamadau locality. The cecking involved pregnant sows, sucklings and weaned 
piglets. The vaccine was perfectly tolerated by all categories of animals. The effec- 
tiveness of the product could not be verified so far by laboratory methods because 
the author has not yet succeeded in finalizing theoretical studies on the vaccine's 
manner of working (types of antigens, the immunological systems involved, the in- 
munological response, and so on). But based on the results obtained by the author in 
prior years, in administering the product to humans and also on results obtained in 
another hog raising unit, we agreed to test the effectiveness of this vaccine at the 
Tamadau Animal Farm, The results obt-ined on animals up to the weaning age (35 days) 
indicated that the vaccine administered to sucklings, born from vaccinated sows, cut 
losses by about 8% versus the control group, young pigs born from nonvaccinated sows. 
When administered to sucklings born from nonvaccinated mothers it no longer proved 
the effectiveness demonstrated before. Nevertheless, by continuing the administra- 
tion of the product until the age of 110 days, vaccination brought about a weight 
increase of approximately 4 kg per piglet in vaccinated animals, hence a substantial 
rise if we consider the entire batch of 400 subjects or if we admit that such in- 
creases may be obtained at the level of the thousands of animals at the farm. Fol- 
lowing these results, in the course of 1980, jointly with the Veterinary Health 
Directorate in the Ministry of Agriculture and the Food Industry, we decided to ex- 
pand the experiments to other industrial hog raising units and to complete labora- 
tory surveys for the purpose of scientific substantiation. On the basis of these pro- 
posals, the leading body of the above-mentioned ministry approved the establish- 
ment of a plant laboratory at the Giurgiu State Eaterprise for the Raising and Fat- 
tening of Hogs [ISCIP] where the staff should promptly move to prepare batches of 
this vaccine. The Laboratory has been waiting for more than 2 months now to com- 
mence the experiments. I also point out that based on the results obtained especial- 
ly in sucklings born from vaccinated sows, the product was officialized also within 
our ministry by Order No 102 of 22 July 1981. Under these conditions, I believe that 
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prompt action must be taken to prepare new batches of vaccine at Giurgiu ISCIP and 
the effectiveness of the vaccine should be further surveyed by the Laboratory of the 
center for control of veterinary biological products and medicines. 


Mircea Alboiu, physician, “Louis Pasteur” Institute: In July 1981, at Giurgiu ISCIP, 
in the presence of a large group of specialists, and in the presence of Dr. Constan- 
tin Bacanu, the decision was made to establish a plant laboratory for preparation of 
the vaccine based on Dr. Bacanu’s formula. To this effect an official document was 
signed which contained terms and responsibilities on making this laboratory opera- 
tional as soon as possible. The Pasteur Institute was allotted the task of outfit- 
ting the laboratory with basic materials and we did this in the course of August, 
hence during a period when construction work was in the initial stage. I wish to 
point out that great efforts were made so that all the structure may be completed 

on schedule and that throughout this period I inspected the construction site several 
times, together with Dr. Bacanu and Dr. Constantin Cocaneanu and Dr. G. Moraru, both 
from the County Veterinary Inspectorate. Work was completed on schedule due to the 
efforts made by Giurgiu ISCIP and primarily by Engr. Dosoftei. Meanwhile, to our 
great surprise, the Ministry of Agriculture and the Food Industry issued an order 

for the operation of the laboratory but in which the chief parties wee omitted: the 
author of the vaccine, Dr. Bacanu, Dr. Adrian Eelefterescu, the representative of 

the “Louis Pasteur” Institute, and Dr. Constantin Cocaneanu, the delegate of the 
County Veterinary Inspectorate. Consequently, I contacted the head of the Veterinary 
Health Directorate in the ministry and asked him to take action for the supplementa- 
tion of the document involved. Under these conditions, Dr. Bacanu refused to parti- 
cipate in the commencement of the experiment. But, without the mandatory presence of 
the author, without the technical instructions of Dr. Bacanu who devised the organi- 
zation of the technological flow of the vaccine, of a biological product which is 
unique in the world, and without the presence of Dr. Elefterescu, the application 

of the vaccine was not and is not possible. The situation seems paradoxical to us. 
The industrial experimentation of a product which has been so much discussed, praised 
and debated to an equal extent can proceed only in the presence of the author. It is 
an experiment that involves enormous moral and material responsibility. 


As for the effectiveness of the vaccine, our institute was only allotted the task of 
preparing the first experimental minibatches. However, I had the opportunity to get 
to know the final paper worked out by the verification commission at Tamadau, a 
survey conducted by the Ministry of Agriculture and the Food Industry, when the de- 
cision was made to extend the method on an industrial scale. Moreover, I had several 
discussions with Drs. Moraru and Cocaneanu who made a point of highlighting the out- 
standing merits of the product and constantly urged that Dr. Bacanu's vaccine be 
used on an overall scale. Consequently, we justly wonder how is it possible that 
almost 4 months after the completion of the laboratory at Giurgiu ISCIP, the experi- 
mentation of the vaccine continues to be a simple project. 


Another Speeding Incentive: Overall Use Could Mean Extra 120 Million Kg Meat Annually 


Dr. Constantin Bacanu: For reasons beyond my control, the Ministry of Agriculture 
and the Food Industry did not invite me to participate in this final experiment. 

Il regret this very much, the idea belongs to me and people at Giurgiu ISCIP would 
have needed my specialized assistance. It would be very regrettable if the vaccine 
would not demonstrate the efficiency expected and proved on other occasions. I have 
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calculated that the extension of the use of the procedure to all Romania farms 
could result in an annual surplus of 120 million kg meat. Which, evidently, is an 
enormous amount. 


Indeed, how is it possible that the author of the vaccine be excluded from the ex- 
periment planned? What are the real reasons and who are those who are behind the 
stay or postponment sine die of an experiment that has so many times demonstrated its 
therapeutical importance and economic value? 


We also justly wonder how long do we have to wait until the Ministry of Health and 
the Academy of Medical Sciences will take steps needed for the official experimenta- 
tion, in clinics and with the participation of commissionscof specialists, of the 
therapeutical sethod proposed and proved by Dr. Constantin Bacanu? And this -- allow 
us to recall — because nobody has the right to delay putting to good use a new me- 
dical procedure whose effectiveness already involves so many concrete proofs and 
appreciations of undoubted and high competences. 


That is why, just as 7 years ago, we feel compelled to note that Dr. Bacanu's vac- 
cines continues to remain a promise, that little, very little has been done for their 
experimentation and upgrading in an official context, as was the procedure for other 
inventions as well and as should also be the procedure in the case of Dr. Constan- 
tin Bacanu, of this idea that involves the vaccine.

[Interview with Vladimir Jovicic, chairman of the Commission of the LC Serbia 
Central Committee for the Ideological Effort in the Field of Culture, by 

S. Lautovic: “Every Boundary Marker Does Not Have To Be a Stumbling Block"; 
date and place not specified] 


[Text] In our usual “round table” discussions, in polls, in articles and in- 
terviews with distinguished artists and scholars, our newspaper will endeavor 
on the eve of the upcoming congresses of the League of Communists to indicate 
still more comprehensively the richness and complicated problems of our cul- 
tural life. On this occasion we talked with Dr Vladimir Jovicic, writer and 
chairman of the Commission of the Presidium of the Central Committee of League 
of Communists of Yugoslavia for the Ideological Effort in the Field of Cul- 
ture. 


[Question] It is a widespread opinion that the congresses of the League of 
Communists are finding us with a certain shortage of public democratic dis- 
cussions. Is it possible to speak about this even in the case of culture? 


[Answer] Not only do I not share that opinion, but I do not remember a con- 
gress preceded by more discussion. This is not only an expression of the 
readiness of the League of Communists to publicly confront the contradictions 
that have grown up. Reality itself has forced us to begin to speak openly 
about all the questions which the congress is expected to answer. 


As for culture itself, perhaps one might get the impression that it is not at 
the center of discussions in advance of the congress. (This is to some extent 
natural since the economic problems are urgent and even burning.) However, 
this impression is deceiving if we extend the term "discussions in advance of 
the congress" beyond those organized monologues and dialogues in advance of 
the congress which are specifically stated to be such. In a4 sense every new 
book, exhibition, criticism, debate, theater performance, film premier ... ev- 
erything that enters public life and affects people's awareness and tastes is 
a contribution to the congress. There have been so many such contributions, 
sometimes truly creative, in the interval between the two congresses that the 
League of Communists can reasonably conclude that it has fulfilled the most 
important task in the field of culture covered by the resolution--it has 
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created the conditions for its development. Even in these years of economy 
and scarcity, in spite of all the cutbacks, culture has not experienced the 
fate of being supported, as Nusic noted, under the heading “Unforeseen Expen- 
ditures." 


Culture Is Not a Preserve 


So, if we do not take such a narrow view of culture and art--seeing them as 
ideological scamps, then it can be said that over the past 4 years cultural 
creativity has made a rich contribution to spiritual development and conse- 
quently to future congresses. Surely this is more important than the discus- 
sions specifically devoted to an occasion, even though the occasion be so in- 
portant as a congress. Incidentally, the broadest discussions may begin only 
when the proposals of the congress documents are made public. 


[Question] In principle the LC [League of Communists] takes the position of 
“nonintervention” in the affairs of culture and art, that is, it refuses the 
role of arbiter. Can this signify that the LC is remaining neutral in this 
area, or, by the nature of things, is it historically present? If it is, how 
does it exert that historic presence--to what extent is it able to contribute 
to vivifying that ideological concept of the development of culture and are 
which is proper to a socialist self-managing society? 





[Answer] I would first distinguish the terms culture and art, since the 
League of Communists has never renounced “intervention” in matters of culture. 
What is more, in both the Program and in the resolutions it committed itself 
to participati g in these matters--in a manner consistent with self-manage- 
ment, of cours2. It is a great shame that to some extent it recoils from that 
role which it has, and in part that is one reason why today megalomaniacal 
monuments are flourishing, luxurious centers of culture altogether unsuitable 
to their purpose and community, there are all manner of showy and empty 
events, there are many anniversaries celebrated with a "cultural" stuffing, 
entire settlements are erected without elementary architectural sophistica- 
tion.... Not only are party members bound by their duty to “intervene” in 
these and a multitude of similar cases, but they ought to be held responsible 
for not doing so. When something is stupid and harmful, even though it be 
decked out with hundreds of military stamps of self-management and hundreds of 
“cultural” tassles, it needs to be branded and eradicated. Culture is not any 
sort of preserve in which weeds can grow up without hindrance and which is not 
to be entered without hesitation. 


However, with respect to art, it is not out of the way to be more cautious, 
since the laws of its occurrence, its adjustment and its duration are alto-~ 
gether specific. However public it may be, and whatever effort has been made 
in essence to make it accessible to every man, a work of art, when it truly is 
that, must not be put up for auction or arbitration. It appeals to every man 
in a different way, and every man judges it in his own way, and it is nonsense 
to cut off that process with some blanket judgment by a forum, whatever or 
whosever forum it might be. Nor does that role belong entirely to the people 
who are supposed to be professionally responsible for making judgments about 
art. Wo one's word is guaranteed to be the last word here. More than one 
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work of art condemned to oblivion by the most authoritative critics has en- 
dured and given the lie forever to its critic! I dare to say that today no 
one can confidently say which work of art created in recent years will bear 
the epithet “artistic™ over the next few decades. This does not mean that I 
am belittling the role of criticism; I am only advocating a realization that 
interpretation and evaluation of a work of art are a lengthy process. 


The League of Communists long ago honored Marx’ admonition that the flower of 
art is rare although it does not grow under a cloche and is not subject to the 
standards that prevail in other fields of life, including politics. A politi- 
cal organization is not entitled to prescribe smells and colors, to establish 
taste by an order of the state. Unfortunately, this still needs repeating, 
though it is enough to cast even a cursory glance at bookshop windows, movie- 
house and theater repertoires, and painting exhibitions ... to become con- 
vinced that neither styles, nor topics, nor authors have been banned in our 
country. Nevertheless, sometimes troubles do occur when this diverse abun- 
dance needs to be enriched even further. 


Since there is no idyll anywhere it cannot exist in the attitude of the League 
of Communists toward art. The problems arise first of all when some political 
pamphlet is published with the superficial features of a work of art, just 
enough so that its apparent esthetic nature assures it in advance an alibi and 
asylum from the appropriate political criticism. To be sure, this kind of 
disguise would not be necessary if the content of the pamphlet were not con- 
trary to the commitments of the League of Communists and if there always ex- 
isted a readiness on both sides for critical dialogue, for debate. But since 
that kind of readiness is sometimes lacking, there are times when summary 
judgments are rendered concerning the matters in dispute even before any 
critic has opened his mouth: even before, that is, it has become quite clear 
whether we are dealing with an esthetic or political message. When the in- 
brolgio reaches the prosecutor, the judge and the jury, it is already late 
from a moral standpoint for public criticism, since at that point the critic 
yields to the danger of being called a scavenger and the signatory of the ar- 
rest order. 


Though cases of this kind are very rare, truly exceptional, they deserve at- 
tention both in and of themselves and especially as painful illustrations of 
the need for party members, above all those in culture, to abandon public neu- 
trality, for their critical expression to be heard in good time, since this is 
the most reliable pledge not only for recognition of the character and for a 
more objective evaluation of the work in dispute, but also for democratic re- 
lations in culture. Finally, this kind of expression has greater weight than 
either court verdicts or the assessments of forums, since it cannot be labeled 
in advance profesionally incompetent, devoid of understanding, unsuitable in 
its approach, in its critical criteria, and so on. 


A Generation in the Shadow of Its Fathers 
[Question] It has recently been said in a press conference that the League of 


Communists “lacks an adequately organized ideological effort, that in this re- 
spect we are not as organizationally equipped as we should be." To what 
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extent does this assessment apply to the questions of the ideological effort 
in the field of culture? Is the impression close to the truth that here the 
League of Communists has in recent years been in a certain passive position, 
indeed even on the defensive? If so, why? 


[Answer] My previous answer fully agrees with the assessment that we do lack 
an organizec ideological effort and that in this respect we are “unequipped.” 
The most reactionary interpretations not only of history, but also of conten- 
porary development, both in our context and in the world, are advanced, even 
through the press, and yet no one reacts to them. Should someone think that 
this should be done by the “professional ideologists,” that they have an ex- 
clusive duty here, then he is overlooking two facts: that there are few “pro- 
fessional ideologists" (they can be numbered on one's fingers), and, much more 
important, that that would signify the beginning of the end of democracy. If 
on the other hand someone should think that every party member is ideologi- 
cally capable of carrying on a debate with demagogically inventive advocates 
of petty bourgeois liberalism, nationalism, or leftwing radicalism (read: 
dogmatism and bureaucracy) and all the other natural by-products of socialist 
development, then he himself is a demagogue or is so naive as to have made a 
great mistake. 


The fact that today we read without public critical comment that Lenin in- 
stalled Stalinism, that the entire revolutionary year of 1948 is insufficient 
to justify Goli Otok, that the Communist Party of Yugoslavia has always been 
Stalinist “at heart" ... and a plethora of other accusations and slander is a 
consequence of the underestimated opinion of the ideological effort within the 
League of Communists itself. It is worth more in politics to deliver a speech, 
however banal it might be, to take part in a discussion just for the sake of 
discussion or to spend one's time in some ceremonial meeting than plunge into 
literary matters ("Why should I read if no one sees me?"). 





Never before was ideological effort needed as now. Circumstances have come 
about which urgently call for more profound interpretations of the past and 
more inventive proposals for the future. We have entered years when the glo- 
rious generation of Sutjeska is already entering into the legend of its grand- 
son but is still rendering the remaining historic accounts to its sons, though 
they may be inessential. These sons belong to the so-called “skipped over,” 
“reserve” age group which experienced the war in the most tragic way. The 
child who was helpless to rebel and defend himself carried the deepest scars 
from the war and often spiritual wounds which still are not healed, since 

they were received in the most vulnerable time of life. This generation still 
stands in the shadow of its worthy fathers, and yet its own time has already 
come to withdraw from the public scene. That is why, at least in terms of 
psychology and age groups, it is to some extent natural that it is at times 
grouchy and suspicious, that it demands reassessment no longer just of the 
bourgeois past, but also of the revolutionary past, that often it makes petty 
attempts to discover in that past some error or at least oversight so as to 
confirm its own identity in the typical manner of the son. However unpleasant 
this rummaging in the revolutionary past might sometimes be, it ought to be 
critically accepted, not only for the sake of the truth, but also for the sake 
of the dignity of the revolution. It is too unquestionable to have to hush up 
anything about itself. 
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There ie an especial need for the presence of an “ideological spirit” at this 
moment of accumulated vacillation, when current problems are obsessing the 
public mind, and when we are becoming smothered with pragmatism. There is an 
urgent need for new and bolder ideas, ideas which will not give in to the 
status quo, to be derived from the achievements of the revolution. We find 
ourselves facing the first step out of the entangled contradictions which for 
several years we have been attempting to resolve, mainly by administrative re- 
sourcefulness. Obviously we have lacked a well-organized ideological effort 
in the searches for new answers and also for new questions. 


Incidents in the Field of Culture 


[Question] Various incidents are occurring more and more frequently in the 
field of culture, and often the way in which they are overcome is such that it 
has a discouraging effect on quite a few creative people. We are not con- 
cerned, let us be clear about that, about the incidents occurring--the concern 
is because usually such occurrences go without response, without a stand being 
taken by the League of Communists. 


[Answer] I think that in large part I have already answered that question. 

I would add only that the so-called “incidents” in the field of culture have 
for a long time been exaggerated at least by comparison with the equally fre- 
quent political “incidents"--in the economy, say. Perhaps this is because the 
former are signed, that is, authorized, while the latter are disguised, indi- 
rect and anonymous. For a long time, for instance, culture was thought of 
without good reason as a preserve for nationalism, and these past few years it 
has become evident even to the naked eye that those people were right who 
warned that the germ of exclusiveness, which is nothing other than one of the 
most sinister forms of nationalism, was raging in the economy. Perhaps it is 
more dignified and easier to take note of outbursts in the fieid of culture, 
but I do not believe that this will help us to quiet our political conscience 


concerning everything that is happening, for example, on the market. 


Here I am only attempting to find a fairer measure in assessing the frequency 
and gravity of “incidents” in culture, and by no means to deny them or justify 
them. And there are several reasons why the League of Communists usually does 
not open up a front of ideological combat against every stupidity expressed in 
public: first of all because of a certain inertia, and then because some 
things we can allow to wither out of their own incoherence, which is why the 
prevailing psychology in the League of Communists is sometimes: “I am not 
frightened by a flea in ay fur coat,” and finally because you don't fire a 
howitzer at mice.... 


It is certain that none of these excuses can be accepted, but if we want to 
have a frank critical conversation, if we want debates, then we should not ex- 
pect it of the League of Communists as a political organization, but of party 
members, above all those in the field of culture, to speak out in public in 
their own name on such occasions to be horrified and, as they say, “lose 
heart.” 
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A New Look at the Past 


[Question] We have had quite a few debates and many differing opinions con- 
cerning them. Does the League of Communists see in these discussions and de- 
bates in the field of culture some productive force and in what way is it 
helping the ideas which are in circulation to be recognized and evaluated in 
an open democratic dialogue? 


[Answer] Even in the proposed version of the resolution for the upcoming con- 
gress, the League of Com=mists of Serbia advocates debate, it being under- 
stood that this is not > > name-calling all the way to personal eradication, 
but a contest of opinions. Only in this case can the debate be productive, 
however passionate and fervent it might be. 


Debate has been out of practice in public life for a long time, and we have 
almost lost the sense of a dialogue in which the sparks fly, of a fierce oppo- 
sition of arguments, of an implacable tone of voice. So, debate has returned-- 
it is getting back into the assemblies, it is being heard in the meetings of 
the Central Committee, it has raised some ghosts, and unfortunately, it has 
also made some work for the courts, but it has not cleared the air. I think 
that its trenchant speech will be more effective when the polemicist is no 
longer expected to be left either with his spear or to be borne on the shield. 


[Question] In all fields we are faced with certain tendencies toward partial- 
ization, and manifestations of disintegration are quite marked in the field of 
culture and art. Evaluation of the cultural and literary heritage of our na- 
tionalities and ethnic minorities, instead of contributing to affirmation of 
community, is more and more losing its integrative features. What is promot- 
ing this--a strengthening of statism, which in practice is turned into sepa- 
ratism, an absence of authentic public interest, underdevelopment of the rela- 
tions of self-management...? 


[Answer] Few young societies are prompt and responsible enough in unambigu- 
ously heeding the admonition of history that the importance of the legacy 
cannot be overestimated in any way. Without a critical attitude toward the 
legacy, without a new look at the past, there can be no look into the future 
either. If we look at our cultural legacy with the eyes of the past, then we 
will be divided today by the same thing that separated us yesterday. 


A people's authentic cultural peculiarities are usually virtues as well. But 
if they are used as trademarks of division rather than of the difference among 
collaborators, of mutual cultural enrichment and interpenetration, then those 
peculiarities degenerate into boundary stones and stumbling blocks. The pecu- 
liarities in the cultures of our nationalities and ethnic minorities, however 
great they may be, can only by abuse be proclaimed first to be critically in- 
violable and then incomparable and finally threatened by the peculiarities of 
others. Then comes the apologetic attitude toward them, and then a national 
quarantine, along with the necessary belittlement of the peculiarities of 
other cultures, especially those which are close and for that reason are “dan- 
gerous.” 

















As soon as the people's cultural peculiarities begin to be preserved in a 
closed space as national peculiarities, as critically untouchable relics, as 
soon as standards begin to be set up with a “national reduction,” there begins 
a process of discrediting the values of others, clans begin to gather with the 
excuse of caring for the symbols of the nationality. It is precisely here 
that we are no longer talking about culture, but about nationalism. fBvery re- 
striction in the movement of values, regardless of whether they are in the 
form of ideas or goods, cannot signify anything else in our socialist self- 
managing community than an expression of nationalistic aspiration for exclu- 
siveness and division. 


So that I might not be taken amiss, I must emphasize that in the culture of 
every people there are certain values which belong, so to speak, only to it, 
since they simply do not exist outside the limits of that nationality. WNo one 
can have anything against the preservation of these local monuments, but it is 
certain that they cannot be used as foundations for bridges in cultural coop- 
eration, simply because even the parent cultures are not founded on thea. 


Instead of Quotas--Value Standards 


[Question] In connection with the previous question, tell us how we can bring 
it about that culture functions more successfully as an integrative and inte- 
grating factor. Are the existing forms underutilized, or are some of thes 
historically outdated? 


[Answer] Quite simply--make the authentic cultural values of all the Yugoslav 
nationalities and ethnic minorities accessible to Yugoslavs. Instead of quo- 
tas, what we need are value standards. Often we have gone no further than 
quotas. A bad film, a bad novel, or bad music cannot be any kind of “factor,” 
least of all a “integrating” factor. Cooperation on the foundations of equal- 
ity, and it is a condition for bringing the cultures closer together and for 
their interpenetration, cannot be conducted or proven with arithmetical opera- 
tion. 


[Question] In science and literature, in the writing of history, and in other 
fields new works of major importance have been appearing. To what extent is 

the Marxist view of tradition present in them? How much that is new are they 
bringing in the critical reassessment of the cultural, literary or historical 


legacy? 


[Answer] It is difficult to give a single answer to that question, since all 
the works that are being financed and published as major works do not have ma- 
jor importance. In any case, it is notable that the time is coming for new 
syntheses, for reassessment of entire eras and movements, for a generation of 
historians and critics to grow up who have not been burdened with traditional- 
istic preconvictions and who think in Marxist terms. Little is known about 
their quiet and patient work, much less than they deserve. (Nor is it any 
wonder since this is not the kind of work that can be screeched over the radio 
or danced on television.) But the worst thing is that the new insights, find- 
ings and views are having a very difficult time breaking into school syllabi 
and curricula. 
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[Question] Many misunderstandings are also being caused by those works con- 
cerned with interpreting our most recent past--the national liberation var and 
the revolution. What do you see as the causes of those disagreements? 


[Answer] I am not a historian so that I might be able to say something more 
definite about some specific misunderstanding of this kind. In general, as I 
have noted earlier, they are a natural consequence of a historic event passing 
into legend. Why is this occurring right at this present moment? Because the

viously a case of a lack of comprehension, and it has then resulted 
performances being removed from the repertoire, some manuscripts waiting sev- 
eral years to be published ("Tren 2” [Moment 2]), etc. How are such cases to 
be averted? 


[Answer] Every work of art resolves the relation between historic and artis- 
tic truth in its own way. Entire studies have been written on this relation- 
ship. For this occasion it is enough to recall two unquestionable experiences: 
the truth of history and the truth of art are not commensurable; no equals 
sign can be placed between them at any level of meaning. 


But the trouble comes when the creator relies for his theme and subject matter 
on documentary material, aiming to surpass it esthetically, which also means 
to reshape it, and is unsuccessful. Then his creative freedoms, which inevi- 
tably have done damage to some of the “facts,” are twisted into mere falsifi- 
cation. Criticism will perceive a failure in the artistic shaping of material 
from life as a bad job, but when the creator fails in his use of historical 
material, he can expect to be accueed of falsifying history. 


Consequently, I am convinced that only a malicious or ignorant person can sus- 
pect a falsehood and “unsuitability” a work which has used a historical event 
only as a foundation and which has achieved artistic importance. 


The League of Communists ought to pledge iteelf more resolutely to having the 
truth of art, when it is authentic, paid the same respect as historical truth, 
which above all means that both are approached with the critical sethods 
proper to their differences. This practice should also apply to all attempts 
to reshape historical material into artistic characters and scenes, including 
those examples which you have mentioned. Only under this condition is it pos- 
sible to avert the disagreements of which we have been witnesses and sometines 
even the “sponsors.” 














That being the case, here we are again, faced with the necessity of developing 
a professionally sound criticism committed to Marxism which would evaluate 
works and occurrences in good time. We still do mot have critics of that 
kind--intractable, perspicacious and courageous. 


[Question] And now language has again come on the agenda in our republic as 

well. What does public concern about language mean? Can this be short tern, 

or must it be long range?

rious concern to language only when it becomes the subject of 

agreements and squabbling. This is another area in which the past has several 
times warned us that the nurturing of the language cannot be left exclusively 
to the competent institutions and university departments, especially since few 
people are concerning themselves with then. 


The consequences of the years of neglect in this field of social life are to- 
day already so obvious that no serious man disputes the necessity of the most 
urgent reconciliation and unification of all the forces which can socially, 
scientifically and professionally contribute to overcoming this situation. 


The neglect of the Serbo-Croatian language in the Socialist Republic of Ser- 
bia with its two provinces and sultinational population is of such a kind and 
extent that it cannot be remedied with short-term measures nor by the discon- 
nected efforts of individuals and individual institutions. Only through the 
organized public will can we prevent a further crumbling of linguistic values 
and improve linguistic relations with other nationalities and ethnic sinori- 
ties in Yugoslavia. We owe this to the revolutionary tradition of Vuk's lan- 
guage, and to ourselves, and especially to future generations. 


That is why measures have been taken a few days ago to organize a council for 
all of Serbia through a self-management accord, assigning it the long-range 
task of binding together through self-management all the forces who have the 
competence and the power to study and develop our language policy and linguis- 
tic culture.

[Interview with Stanko Naletilic, chairman of the Croatian Republic Committee 
of the Federation of Associations of Veterans of the National Liberation Var 
(SUBNOR), by Jug Grizelj: “Against Comfortable Niches for Personnel”; date 
and place not specified] 


[Text] Early this month certain proposals of candidates for posts in the re- 
public and in the Federal Assembly were debated at a working meeting of the 
Presidium of the Croatian Republic of SUBNOR. On that occasion several criti- 
Ciems were made, mostly of a general nature, of the way in which the nomina- 
tions are made. Since these criticisms are undoubtedly of iaportance to Yugo- 
slavia as a whole, we called upon Stanko Naletilic, chairman of the Croatian 
Republic Committee of SUBNOR, to anewer several questions about this urgent 
topic. Comrade Naletilic hed this to say to us in comsection with the “paper” 
which the Presidium of SUBIVOR sent to the Presidium of the Croatian SAWP: 


“The veterans’ organizations of Croatia, and not only of Croatia, are regu- 
larly analyzing 211 developments in society and, within that context, matters 
related to personnel policy. As uweual, we have on this occasion taken posi- 
tions which are frank and critical. Since it was ay duty to present the views 
of SUPNOR to the comrades in the Socialist Alliance and to others, I must say 
thec these views were received with full understanding. What we said on that 
occasion was not any new position at all, sor the position of SUBNOR alone, 
but the generally accepted commitment of our entire society. You have read 
it yourself: we said we feel that personnel policy should not be turned into 
an institution for placing people and for providing comfortable niches to our 
personnel, but that personnel solutions presuppose that the best people are 
put in responsible posts, people, soreover, who are able to offer the best pro- 
grams that will help us to get owt of the economic difficulties in which our 
republic and our country as a whole have found themselves. We are not in fa- 
vor of any sort of radical changeover of age groups, but we resolutely advo- 
cate giving up the practice of making a profession of politics and the dele- 
gate system. We think that this gust be realized first of all by the people 
who have been traveling about in « circle for years. There are able and 
proven people even outside that group, and there are, in particular, able 
young people who should be given responsibility and above all « chance to show 
what they know. 




















“Aside fromthat, we were critical that there are not enough workers in our po- 
litical pyramid. Today our worker is not a semiliterate wage earner, he is 
authentically able to self-manage, and he must be given the opportunit, to get 
where the decisions are really being made. 


“The problemis that I think that we have all had too little time to concern 
ourselves specifically with our personnel policy, and that is an experience we 
need to apply to the future. We need to give more heed to the base and to the 
proposals from below. I think that we must finally take the decisive step to- 
ward deprofessionalization of politics, so that it becomes a normal thing for 
a man to do the job for which he was elected and to go back where he came 
from." 


[Question] Reproaches are sometimes heard to the effect that the veterans are 
“cavillers," and that often at inopportune moments. 


[Answer] We need to be altogether clear: The veterans’ organization is not 
some kind of caste organization with some particular program; it is a politi- 
cal organization which structures its activity on the basis of the LCY Program 
and the constitution, an organization which has its obligations and its 
rights, not to take shots as it pleases, but to be of help with bold explora- 
tion for solutions. We do not claim to be the conscience of society, but at 
times we have perhaps been in a situation to have fewer hindrances so that we 
can speak our minds openly. There are many people in the veterans’ organiza- 
tion who have held high posts; they have done their job; they truly have no 
need to fight for their personal status and affirmation, and I think that they 
are in a position of being able to evaluate trends in society objectively, and 
this, I admit, is not always to everyone's liking. One needs to hear the mem- 
bers of our organization in the meetings of veterans, from the local community 
to the Federation, to see that there is nothing personal in all these discus- 
sions. The veterans are demanding that the shortcomings be overcome, and they 
are not seeking any positions or privileges for themselves. In this connec- 
tion I must repeat: we have no ambition to have it said that we love this 
country more than other citizens. No, we have only seen more blood shed for 
this freedom of ours and our socialism, and that is why our feelings run 
deeper. 


[Question] At some veterans’ meetings it has been said that the positions 
adopted by SUBNOR sometimes have trouble reaching the public. 


[Answer] I do not feel that every opinion of the veterans’ organization ought 
to have its place in the public, but it is a fact that sometimes even our in- 
portant opinions are not heard, even though it would be a natural thing for 
them to be heard. Somehow I can understand this: We veterans are no longer 
so attractive, there are fewer and fewer of us, we are getting on in years, 
and, of course, we are not in power either. We have only our moral and po- 
litical force. But there are fewer and fewer veterans in important positions, 
we have become pensioners. It is true that here and there a position is 
adopted in a veterans’ organization which has pretensions of delivering lec- 
tures, but that is not a widespread phenomenon. 
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[Question] It is thought by some that when the behavior of young people is 
evaluated in certain veterans’ quarters a Jack of understanding is shown for 
various present-day processes. 


[Answer] Perhaps one might get the idea on the basis of certain isolated re- 
actions that some veterans behave like touchy old men who are temperamental 
and like to split hairs. I do not say that such people do not exist in cer- 
tain isolated cases, you know how it is when a man gets old, and at the same 
time is not well informed, he takes hold of something and won't let go; that 
is not something peculiar to veterans alone. However, I absolutely deny that 
that kind of behavior is typical of a majority of veterans. The veterans 
fully understand that our principal task is to win young people over to our 
programs and to the development of self-managing socialism. We are perfectly 
aware that the success of our effort should not be measured only in the extent 
to which we veterans are involved in social processes, but above all by how 
much we have contributed to the involvement of young people. 


It is true that recently there have been cases where veterans in some places 
have given excessive importance to isolated excesses of young people, failing 
to see that those same young people, through their overall activity, are alto- 
gether “our own,” whether they be in stadiums, on the job or at the univer- 
sity. There is no other way it can be. I can say that we are truly gratified 
when in stadiums we hear "Yugoslavia, Yugoslavia," our anthem, fighting songs, 
or the chanting “We Are Tito's--Tito Is Ours,” and that even when it is not in 
direct proportion to the occasion. For instance, at some game in Nis, in 
Split, in Zagreb or in Sarajevo, when our team is competing against some for- 
eign team, one usually will hear this kind of reaction of young people. So, 
why “worry” about young people? Perhaps some veterans have given excessive 
importance to all those "cases" of “Fish Chowder,” and the like. 


What we veterans are really sensitive to and always will be, that is when, as 
there have recently been cases, and I would say quite a few, people look for 
“dark places” in our history and insist on them, when attempts are made to di- 
minish the importance of our revolution and Comrade Tito. This is what we in- 
sist on, especially when we feel that the proper and responsible people have 
not reacted. 


[Question] One might expect that veterans would be especially sensitive to 
the matters of brotherhood and unity, community consensus and our federal sys- 
tem. Do you think that we are decisive in expressing concern for our commu- 
nity consensus in the many specific deformations which have been occurring re- 
cently? 


[Answer] I think it only seems that veterans are not resolute in expressing 
their disagreement with various manifestations of disruption of community con- 
sensus and violations of brotherhood and unity both in politics and in the 
economy. Perhaps the problem is that we spoke about this earlier, that our 
positions often do not receive publicity either at the opstina level or at the 
republic level. This is a rather delicate situation: Veterans are not oppor- 
tunists, nor would we like to be seen as oppositionists; that perhaps accounts 
for a certain hesitation on the part of the veterans to always thrust all 
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their own positions into the foreground. We see the deformations, ve point to 
them openly and severely, and to what extent this is always taken in good part 
is another question. It is true that we perhaps show too much impatience, 
which is understandable, when we judge that certain ideological and practical 
positions which do not lie in the continuity of the revolution are on the of- 
fensive, and we as a society, at least so it seems to us, sometimes behave 
complacently and like someone who is in no hurry to correct those deforma- 
tions. I must add only one more sentence so that we can fully understand each 
other: The veterans are not those who see every critic as an enemy. We make 
a precise distinction between the critical and the hostile, but when something 
is hostile, then we really demand that a spade be called a spade. Perhaps it 
is true that the veterans should have been more resolute when there were cases 
of violation of brotherhood and unity, cases of nationalism and also attacks 
on the independence of the nationalities and on the federal system. There is, 
however, a need for the system of political information of all the organized 
socialist forces to be better, broader and more effective. You know, if vet- 
erans are not sufficiently informed, and this incidentally applies to all 
other people, then they are not even able to react. We still keep many things 
marked “strictly confidential" and it often happens that we learn about cer- 
tain deformations only when nothing more can be done. It is late to say that 
such-and-such a factory ought not to have been built when it has already been 
built. It is late to say that so much indebtedness should not have been in- 
curred abroad when we have already become overindebted, and we did not know 
this, since until recently information on our indebtedness was kept secret 
here in the country, although everyone in the world knew what our condition 
was. We were the only ones not to know! So, I see this as another reason why 
veterans did not react in time. 
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
